DISCOVERIES ARE SIMULTANEOUS. 


New York, May 26.—[{Special.]—Edison and 
Tesla are making light of the X rays. — 
Tesla has perfected a vacuum tube system 
of electric lighting without wires. The 
rays of light are more brilliant, more in- 
tense, and whiter than those of the arc light. 
And they can be produced with less elec- 
trical energy. The power of it is ascer- 
tained by taking a laboratory photograph 
with it, an exposure of two seconds only 
being necessary and the production being 
wonderfully accurate in detail. 


Tesla says he. has simplified his apparatus . 


and will have it ready for practical use 
soon. 


It ig a consummation of his ideas promul- 


ted in a lecture delivered five years ago 
before the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers: The Electrical Review, which 
issues tomorrow, will contain a scientific 
account of his discoveries. 
And the same issue of the Review will give 
space to an account of Edison’s utilization 
‘of the Crookes tube for the same purpose. 
Edison has developed a lamp by means of 
which the Roentgen rays are turned into a 
pure white light. Edison’s new lamp is an 
ordinary Crookes tube, coated on the inter- 
jor surface with crystals of a new ffluorescen: 
substance which he has discovered, similar 
to tunsgate, of calcium. The rays in 
passing through this coating crystal are 
changed to light. Little heat is generated, 
and nearly the whole of the electrical ener- 
my expended is transformed into light. The 
new lamp is used in place of the Crookes 
tube, with the ordinary X ray apparatus. 
Edison believes there are great possibilities 
‘fn his discovery and is enthusiastically at 
work perfecting his apparatus in commer- 
cial form. 
For Practical Use. 

He expects tnat before long he will so de- 
velop it that it may be used with high econ- 
omy on an ordinary incandescent circuit. 

Edison says of this new discovery: 

“What I have succeeded in doing is this: 
Instead of generating X rays and throwing 
‘them off into space I have turned them into

the light is pure white, resembling bright 
gunlight. It has none of the moonlight 
effect. The spectroscope shows, however, 
that there is plenty of red in it, and it is 
therefore’ a normal light.

Breaks Into Houses, Man-Fashion, and 
Puriloins Valuable Clothes—Her Fi- 
ance to Pay the Bill for Thefts.

rested today for the theft of silk dresses 
worth $3,000, ‘which were taken from the 
houses of neighbors.

STRIKE OF THE MAY FESTIVAL CHORUS. 


Trouble Over Tickets Leads to a Brief 
Struggle and the Directors 
Surrender. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 26.—The audience 
which attended the Indianapolis May Festi- 
val tonight was treated to a sensation not 
down on the bills in the shape of a strike of 
the chorus, which delayed the performance 
an hour. 

The difficulty arose over a dispute as to 
whether the tickets held by members of the 
chorus were transferable. It seems that 
there was a discussion over the matter ata 
previous performance and the members of 
the chorus formed the impression that they 
would be allowed to transfer their tickets to 
whomsoever they pleased. 

This afternoon Charles Hecker, a young 
man who belongs to the chorus, sought to 
escort a young woman into the hall on his 
brother’s ticket, but the guards refused him 
admittance, claiming that the directors were 
opposed. Crowds of guests who expected to 
be admitted on the transferable tickets lined 
up and all were sorely disappointed when 
they learned that they would have to pay. 

Hecker at once hunted up Romero John- 
son, a director, and it is alleged vented his 
mind by terming the directors “ liars ’’’ and 
** scoundrels.”’ 

Tonight the board took him to task and 
expelled him from the chorus, at the same 
time taking away his ticket, and some 
threats were made of throwing him out of 
the hall. The chorus resented the supposed 
insult, and for an hour not one would sing 
a note. Finally, as affairs were becoming 
desperate, Hecker consented to tender a 
half-hearted apology, and he was given his 
ticket and place in the choir, while the board 
consented that tickets shall hereafter be 
transferable. te 

The young man and his friends in the 
chorus were greeted with applause as they 
filed on the stage to resume their parts. 

The attendance tonight was grand, and 
the program excellent, containing numbers 
by Campdnari, Blauvelt, Brema, Mrs. Blood- 
good, Max Heinrich, and others.

Proceeds of a Millionaire’s Will Now in 
University Treasury—Professors 
Granted Leave of Absence, 


New Haven, Conn:., May 26.—{Special.]—

poration was held today. President Dwyer 
presided. Amorg the trustees present was 
E. G. Mason of Chicago. It was announced 
that the $200,000 bequest from the Thomas 
Sloan estate would bé devoted to the library 
fund. This is the bequest which reverted to 


Yale, according to the provisions of the will 


of Mr. Sloane, who provided, if his widow re- 
married, Yale should be granted the bequest 
of $200,000. The money has been received at 
Yale, Mrs. Sloane having been married to 
Mr. Barclay of New York. 

A complimentary vote was passed by Prof. 
O. C. Marsh, who this year closes his thirty 
years’ service as an instructor and professor 
in the university. The vote calls attention 
to his invaluable researches and their re- 
sults. It was finally voted to allow the 
statue of the, late President Woolsey to 
stand on the campus in front of Durfee Hall.

BABY MANIFES#0 18 DEAD 


WHEELMEN TRIED AND TRUE SIT AS 
A JURY OF INQUEST.

President of the Illinois Humane So- 
clety Sheds a Few Tears Through 
the Telephone and Disclaims Any 
Intention of Molesting Papas and 
Offspring Who Wheel, Provided the 
Former Are Not Filled with Ine- 
briating Spirit. 

A jury of six sad-eyed wheelmen sat in si- 
lence last night on the po cong of the Illi- 
nois Humane Society’s/baby and bicycle 
manifesto, which was tired to death recently 
by being run over by a procession of irate 
fathers on bicycles. The jury censured Pres- 
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CZAR OF ALL THE RUSSIAS—UNEASY LIES THE HEAD THAT WEARS THE CROWN. 


Fort Sheridan will celebrate their Fourth of 
July in the wilis of Arizona and New 
Mexico. 

Gen. Miles has completed his scheme for 
the transfer of troops. The arrangement 
was conditionally approved by § the 
Secretary of War and the staff de- 
partments have been busily engaged 
looking up questions of § transporta- 
tion, supplies, and money. No official order 
has yet been made, nor will any be probably 
before a week or two, but the slate will be 
carried out unless there is a hitch in the ad- 
ministration, which will render a change 
necessary. 

The present arrangement is for the Fif- 
teenth Regiment now at Fort Sheridan to 
be split up into two commands and to be sta- 
tioned at Fort Bayard, N. M., and Fort 
Huachuca, Ari. This is in pursuance of 
the plan which was adopted in the War De- 
partment and announced in THE TRIBUNE 
some months ago to stop the trouble in the 
Fifteenth by separating the regiment, and 
thus breaking up the elements which have 
made so much trouble at Fort Sheridan. 
The headquarters will probably be at Fort 
Bayard and the Major and the rest of the 
command will go to Fort Huachuca. The 
soldiers from Fort Sheridan relieve the 
Twenty-fourth Infantry, which will be sent 
to Fort Douglas, Utah, in the Department 
of the Colorado. The Sixteenth Infantry 
will go from Fort Douglas to Fort Russell 
in Wyoming, the Eighth Infantry, now at the 
latter place, will be transferred from there 
to Fort Omaha. The latter post is now gar- 
risoned by the Second Infantry, and these 
are the lucky soldiers who are slated for the 
handsome post at Fort Sheridan. 

The Second Infantry was stationed in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Georgia, and Alabama 
after the war until 1877. Then they had a 
tour of duty for nine years in Idaho and 
Washington, and this, too, at a time the 
posts there were still the frontier type and 
the duty was particularly hard. In 1886 
the regiment went to Nebraska and has re- 
mained there ever since. 

The command of the regiment is in the 
hands of Col. John C. Bates, who was a Vol- 
unteer appointment from Missouri, although 
his entire service has been in the regular 
army, he having received his commission 
as First Lieutenant at the breaking out of 
the war in May, 1861. He became Colonel of 
the regiment four years ago. 

The Lieutenant-Colonel is William M. 
Wherry, who is also a Missourian, and 
reached the army without the assistance of 
an education at the military academy. Maj. 
Jacob H. Smith was appointed from Illinois. 
He was a volunteer in a Kentucky regiment 
in June, 1861, and did not graduate at the 
academy. . 

It will thus be seen that the field officers 
are all volunteers and all veterans of the 
war, so that there is not the same opportuni- 
ty for the breaking out of the old West Point 
Teud. ‘ 

Just when the transfer will be made has 
not yet been decided, but the present inten- 
tion appears to be to issue the orders within 
a short time, in which case Fort Sheridan 
would have its new garrison some time be- 
fore the Fourth of July. In the slate for the 
transfers agreed upon the Fifteenth is the 
only regiment in the lot to be split up, as 
Forts Douglas, Russell, Omaha, and Sheri- 
dan are all posts garrisoned by an entire reg- 
iment. The Fifteenth will meet at Hua- 
chuca their old friends, Troop K of the Sev- 
enth Cavalry, formerly at Fort Sheridan. 

The Twenty-fourth Infantry is one of the 
two regiments of foot soldiers in the army 
where the privates are all colored men. 
The iment was organized as the Thirty- 
eighth Infantry in 1866 and consolidated 
with the Forty-first Infantry in 1869. 

The selection of thé Fifteenth to take the 
place of a colored command, and the trans- 
fer of the latter to a solid garrison post in 
Utah, after hard service in detachments in 
Arizona and New Mexico, is taken as an 
indication of the intention of the War De- 
partment to punish the Fifteenth for the 
ag of unpleasant affairs at Fort Sheri- 

an.

Chicago Capitalist Buys for Invest- 
ment, with No Intention of 
Colonizing. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 26.—[Special.]—

chased 5,200 acres of land in Kern County, 
Cal., the property of the estate of A. N. 
Towne, Vice-President of the -Southern 
Pacifie railroad. It is understood the land 
will be subdivided for a colony. 

Mr. Head at his home, No. 2 Banks street, 
denied that he has any intention of forming 
a colony on his newly acquired land.

SCORES ARE PLUNGED DOWN T0 DEATH. 


Celebrators of the Queen’s Birthday at 
Vancouver, B. C., Are Drowned—Car 
Breaks Through a Bridge. 


Tacoma, Wash., May 26.—[Special.]—While 
going to the sham battle grounds in honor of 
Queen Victoria’s birthday at Victoria this 
afternoon a street car containing between 
fifty and sixty persons went through a 
bridge into twenty-five feet of water. 

Some of the occupants of the car escaped. 
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The sham fight and review was. to take 
place at Macaulay Point, near Esquimault, 
and crowds were making their way there by 
every route. All the tram cars were packed. 
Two cars left Government street with more 
than 100 people. The first got over Point 
Ellice bridge, which crosses Victoria arm 
Safely, but when the other was about half 
way over the middle span of the bridge, about 
150 feet in length, gave way, and the car 
plunged into the water some 100 feet below.

SEMINARY GIRLS AS LIFE SAVING CREW 


Misses Goll and Parish of Chicago As- 


sist in Rescuing a Man from 
Charles River. 


Auburndale, Mass., May 26.—{Special.]— 
The Lasell Seminary girls have a canoe club, 
for membership in which the abilty to swim 
is a prerequisite. In two big eight-paddle 
war canoes they may be seen on the Charles 
River on pleasant afternoons. The Lasell 
girls are modest, else the following. story 
of their cool-headedness would have been 
known before this. On Saturday, while the 
canoe club of Lasell was taking its daily 
spin on the Charles River, one of the canoes 
being somewhat in advance of the other, 
there occurred an aceident to occupants of 
a third canoe near the leading boat. Two 
men were in this canoe, which, owing to the 
thoughtless movement on the part of one 
of them, tipped, throwing both men into the 
river. One immediately swam ashore; the 
other might have fared badly had ft not 
been for the presence of mind and skill of 
the Lasell girls in the advance boat: These 
immediately put their craft about, and ap- 
proaching the unfortunate man allowed him 
to lay hold upon it, and:thus kept himself 
from going under, after which they made 
for the shore.

Russia’s Ruler Now Wears 
the Historie Diadem. 


CORONATION AT MOSCOW. 


Imposing Ceremony in Famous 
Assumption Cathedral. 


ROYAL HONORS FOR CZARINA 


Event Is Marked by the Solemnity of 
Churehly Rites, 


COURTIERS AND CLERGY COMBINE.

Moscow, May 26.—[(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.]—The cerémony of 
the: crowning of the Czar was celebrated in 
the Cathedral of the Assumption from 10 
o’dlock this morning until 1 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon. 

Within the high ramparts of the Kremlin 
and seated on cover stands outside the 
cathedral was a selected audience composed 
of the most distant members ofthe royal 
family, the Russian nobility, minor Princes 
of foreign courts, the staffs of the visiting 
Ambassadors, and strangers of distinction. 
For five hours this gathering watched the 
white walls of the cathedral and waited in 
patience for the Czar to appear at its door 
with the crown upon his head. Outside the 
rampart of the Kremlin a mass of 300,000 
people, the greater part of whom had been 
in the streets all the night, blocked them 


and the bridges and the parks completely 


and stared up the brilliant sky and blazing 
sun while they waited for the bells to pre- 
claim the coronation of their sovereign and 
head of their church. 

Inside the cathedral 8U00 people stood elbow 
to elbow in a space intended for 100 and wit- 
nessed the most impressive and magnificent 
ceremonial of this decade. It is impossible 
to give an accurate idea of the surroundings 
of this service without first adjusting them 
to the proper, focis and warning whoever 
reads this that all that has been said of the 
lack of space in the cathedral is-no prepary 
tion for the shock one received at the first 
sight of its small extent. It is in no sense a 
cathedral, as we understand the word, ora 
chapel, even; it much smaller than the 
Little Church Around the Corner in New 
York City, and is not much larger than the 
chancel of that little church, 

Interior of the Cathedral. 


Pictures of the outside of the cathedral are ; 


quite misleading, because half of its extent 
is filed with tombs and altars hidden by a 
screen of gold, and the half in which the 
ceremony of the coronation took place is 
blocked by four immense pillars, each six. 
feet across; so none of the spectators had ah 
uninterrupted view of the ceremony for the 
three hours during which it lasted. The 
walls of the cathedral are as high as they 
are close together. They are covered with 
life-sized frescoes of religious subjects in 
rich blues and reds, painted on a solid back- 
ground of gold leaf. The four great pillars 
support a roof in which there are five domes. 
The inside of each of these is painted with 


_ @ monster head of Christ, with the eyes look- 


ing down into the chapel. 

There was q° much gilding and so many 
pictures that until you saw the altar behind 
the screen the effect was as though you were 
shut up in a gorgeous picture gallery rather 
than a church, Thescreen itself is of cop- 
per, covered with gold and precious stones; 
and those who like guide-book accuracy will 
be interested to know that the gold on the 
screen is pure and weighs 10,800 pounds. It 
is beaten into the figures of saints, the faces 
being painted and the halos around the head 
of each being composed of pearls and dia- 
monds. 

All the woodwork in the church had been 
freshly gilded; purple velvet h been 
wrapped around the four pillars, and double 
eagles of gold supported a canopy of velvet 
ornamented with ostrich plumes and heavy 
gold fringe. 

No Seats Save the Thrones. 


This canopy hung over a platform about 


ten feet square which met the four pillars. 
There were a few steps leading down from it 
to the door in the screen, which, in turn, 
opened into the chapel. Around the four 
pillars and this platform was a narrow 
passageway, and close on the three sides of it 
were the stands for the royal family, the for- 
eign Kings and Princes; the Ambassadors, 
and the visiting Commissioners. These 


stands were covered with rich scarlet like 


the pink of a hunting coat and ran back to 
the wall. There were no seats anywhere ex- 
cept the three thrones. 

Back of the stands were the painted and 
gilded walls. Before them was the passage- 
way separating them from the platform or 
dais, with the four grand pillars at each 
corner. 

On the dais under the canopy were the 
three thrones and facing them was the wall 
or screen of gold running to the roof and 
hiding the sanctuary and altar. 

Any one in any part of the room could 
have spoken in an ordinary tone and been 
heard by every one in it, and those furthest 
from the Czar were never more than fifteen 
Feet distant at any time. I dwell on this so 
persistently because the word cathedral 


has given an entirely false idea of the pe- | 


culiar arrangement of this chapel. 

It is difficult to know if the coronation was 
of as much interest as the collection of cel- 
ebrated people, as marvelous as the service

After these 
felicitations the Emperor laid aside his dia- 
dem, while the Empress still retajned hers, 
the rays of the sun making it gleam like a 
ball of light.: —

“There was another psychological mo- 
ment. when the Emperor stood erect and 
bareheaded while all in the cathedral knelt, 
and not those alone, but all the large crowd 
outside—the soldiers and people in the 
streets, nct‘uf Moscow merely, but far and 
wide through all the towns in Russia.

DETAILS OF THE GREAT CEREMONY. 


Solemn Pomp and Grandeur of the Cor- 
onation Exercises. 

Moscow, May 26.—Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press.|—His Majesty, the 
Emperor Nicolas Alexandrovich, autocrat 
of all the Russias, and her Majesty the Em- 
press Alexandra Feodorovna, were solemnly 
crowned today in the Cathedral of the As- 
sumption, with the utmost ceremony and in 
accordance with all the religious forms and 
ancient rites. 

At 7 o'clock this morning the ceremonies 
began with a salute of twenty-one cannon 
shots, marking the opening of the day, and 
at the same hour the bells in the Cathedral 
of the Assumption began ringing. Half an 
hour later the oyars dignitaries and distin- 
guished persons”who were to take part in 
the imperial cortége began to assemble in 
the halls of the palace and in the cathedral. 
The ladies wore court dress and the digni- 
taries were tn full uniform.

apart for them, and the Grand Master-of the 
Ceremanies of the imperial court stationed 
himseif to the right of the estrade. The 
members of the military households of the 
imperial Grand Dukes and of the foreign 
Princes were afterwards escorted to their 
places. When the procession of her Maj- 
esty, the ex-Czarina, had started for the 
cathedral the high court dignitaries who 
had assembled at the palace received the 
imperial insignia in the throne hall and 
took up the stations allotted to them in the 
cortége of the Eniperor., 

Before the procession started the Grand 
Almoner of their Majesties, bearing a large 
golden cross studded with jewels, and as- 
sisted by two deacons carrying a golden 
bow! full of holy water, sprink!ed the whole 
route which was to be followed by their 
Majesties from the palace to the Cathedral 
of the Assumption. 

The ex-Empress Marie Feodorovna’s de- 
par:ure for the cathedral having been an- 
nounced, the Czar and Czarina made their 
entrance into the throne hall and seated 
themselves on their thrones, over which 
was a magnificent canopy. 

Start of the Imperial Cortege. 

A moment later a signal announced that 
the ‘time had arrived for the departure of 
the imperial cortége, and the latter moved 
towards the cathedral. The grand proces- 
sion was headed by the Chevalier Guards of 
the ex-Empress Marie Feodoroyvna. Fol- 
lowing were the imperial pages, representa- 
tives of the syndics of the rural communes, 
the Mayors of the leading cities and mem- 
bers of the various local governments, Pres- 
idents of the commercial and financial bod- 
ies, and of artisans’ guilds of Moscow, 
etc. These were followed by Cossack sol- 
diers and people, delegations from the no- 
bility, the Senate, the church, etc. 

The imperial insignia, borne by high court 
dignitaries, included the collar of the Order 
of St. Andrew of the Czgarina: the sword, 
the standard, and the seal of the empire; 
the imperial mantels of their Majesties, the 
globe, the scepter, and the crown of the 
Empress and Emperor. These were fol- 
lowed by ceremonial officials. preceding the 
Emperor and Empress, walking beneath 
canopies borne by aides-de-camps. 

After these came representatives of the 
hereditary nobility. Interspersed throughout 
were military officers and soldiers, whose 
brilliant uniforms made the cathedral re- 
splendent. 

At the moment the imperial cortége ap- 
peared on leaving the palace the bells in 
all the churches of Moscow were rung and 
the troops, in parade order, presented arms 
and rendered all military honors to the 
imperial party. As their Majesties ap- 
proached the.entrance of the cathedral the 
Metropolitan of Moscow pronounced the 
usual allocution, the Metropolitan of St. 
Pctersburg presented the cross to their Maj- 
esties, and the Metropolitan of Kieff pre- 
sented them with holy water. 


Royalty Bows the Knee. 


Entering the cathedral, their Majesties 
bowed to the knee three times before a holy 
door and venerated the saintly images. They 
afterward moved toward the estrade and 
took their seats on the thrones of the Czars 
Michael Feodorovitch and John Ill. The 
Archbishops, Archimandrites, and the offi- 
ciating clergy placed themselves in two 
ranks between the estrade of the throne 
and the holy door, and the choirs chanted 
the psalm ‘* Misericordium et Judicium 
Cantabo Tibi, Domine.”’ 

The dignitaries carrying the imperial man- 
tles stationed themselves on the first step of 
the throne. A dignitary holding the sword 
of the empire stood on the second step of the 
throne, while the bearer of the standard 
occupied a position on the third step. Other 
auxiliaries to the pageant were grouped 
about in suitable order. 

The ceremony of the coronation and anoint- 
ment was then accomplished as follows: 

The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg meunt- 
ed the steps of the throne, placed himself in 
front of the Emperor, and invited his Majes- 
ty to make, before his faithful subjects and 
in a loud voice, his profession of orthodox 
faith, and presented him with the open book, 
from which the Emperor recited the symbol 
of the faith. After this the Metropolitan of 
St. Petersburg pronounced the ritual: 

** Gratia spiritus sancti sit semper tecum. 
Amen.” 

The Metropolitan then left the estrade, and 
after the reading of the holy gospels the 
Metropolitans of St. Petersburg and of Kieff 
mounted the steps to the throne. 


Actual Ceremony of Coronation. 


The Emperor arose and taking off the 
collar of the Order of St. Andrews ordered 
that the Imperial mantle with the collar, in 
diamonds, of that order be presented to him. 
They were presented on cushions by the 
Metropolitans of St. Petersburg and Kieff, 
who also assisted his Majesty to put on the 
mantle. The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg 
then pronounced the words: — 

‘* In nomine patris et fili? et spiritus sancti. 
Amen.” 

One of thé assistants of his Majesty ad- ; 
justed the imperial mantle. 

His Majesty received the pontifical bene- 
diction of the Metropolitan of St, Peters-

Anointing of the Czar. 


The anthem terminated, and the officiating 
clergy having been notified. the holy door 
was open, two Archbishops, assisted by 
Archdeacons,. advanced from the altar 
towards his Majesty to announce to the lat- 
ter that the ceremony of the anointment 
was to begin. His Majesty, having handed 
his sword to one of his august assistants, 
descended from the throne and, precded by 
the scepter, the globe, and the crown, went 
towards the holy door, followed by the Em- 
press Alexandra Feodorovna. 

On both sides of his Majesty were his as- 
sjstants, the Minister of the Imperial House- 
hold, the Minister of War. the aides-de-camp, 
ete: Approaching the holy door the Emperor 
and Empress stood upon the golden cloth. 
The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg, bearing 
the precious amphora, with the holy Chrism, 
dipped in it the golden bowl prepared for the 
purpose and anointed the forehead, eyelids, 
nostrils, lips, ears, chest, and hands of the 
Emperor, pronouncing the words: 

““Impressio doni spiritus sancti.” 

After the holy unction his Majesty placed 
himself on the right, in front of the image 
of the Savior, and the Empress approached 
the holy door, where the Metropolitan of 
St. Petersburg anointed her on the forehead, 
pronouncing the words of the ritual. 

The Metropolitan of St. Petersburg after- 
wards introduced the Emperor into the sanc- 
tuary by the holy door, the other prelates 
officiating holding up the imperial mantle 
from the moment he passed_the door. 

Subsequently the Emperor received the 
holy communion as it is administered to 
priests—that is, separately—by virtue of his 
sovereigrity. Leaving the sanctuary, his 
Majesty again took up his place before the 
image of the Savior while the Empress re- 
ceived the holy communion according to 
the usual rite. Their Majesties then re- 
turned to their thrones, where the post- 
communion ceremonies were performed, 
and at the end of the mass the Arehdeacon 
intoned the verses: ' 

“Domine, salvum fac imperatirem,” and 
**Domine, salvum fac imperatricem,“ the 
choir repeating three times *“*‘ Ad multos 
annos.”’ 

At the end of the service the clergy pre- 
sented the cfoss to their Majesties for them 
to kiss, the Emperor replaced the crown on 
his head, again took the scepter and the 
globe, and the clergy and al! the persons 
present presented their felicitations upon 
the conclusion of the ceremonies of: the 
coronation and the. anointment.

COMMANDER OF SPANISH FORCES 
SUSTAINS INJURIES IN ACTION, 


“with 1,700 Troops He Méets the Insur- 

| gents Near Consolacion—Maceo At- 

tacks and After Five Hours of 

Fighting Retires Without the Loss 

of a Man-—Cuban General Is Ad- 

vaneing Toward the Trocha—Gen.

Havana, May 26.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.}|—Gen. Suarez Valdez was wounded 
twice today in an action with Maceo near 
Consolacion del Sur, in the northwestern 
‘part .of Pinar del Rio, near the railroad 
from that city to Havana. The official re- 
port says Maceo’s camp was taken and the 
rebels put to flight with a loss of twenty- 
nine killed. Among the killed were two for- 
eigners. Twenty-seven Spaniards were 
wounded. 

Gen. Valdez marched out of Consolacion 
with 1,700 men, infantry, cavalry, and ar- 
tillery, and found Maceo and Perico Diaz 
occupying the hills, roads, and woods near 
a small place called Lajas. The troops at- 
tacked and there was fierce fighting for 
The insurgents finally were com- 
pelled to retreat. There is no paft of any 
prisoners being taken, so apparently Maceo 
carried off his wounded. 

This is the most important engagement re- 
ported since the affair at Cacarajicara. 
The scene of the battle is east of Maceo’s 
former position. It is evident, therefore,

WIND HAS MANY VICTIMS. 


TWELVE PEOPLE LOSE THEIR LIVES 
AT CAIRO, ILL. 


Gale Upsets a Ferry Steamer at the 
Junction of the Rivers and Many 
of the Passengers Drown—Death 
List of the Michigan Tornado Now 
Numbers Sixty, While of the Sev- 
enty-five Injured Many Are in a 
Critical Condition. 

Cairo, Ill, May 26.—[Special.]—Twelve 
bodies have been “recovered from the ferry 
steamer Katherine, which was wrecked here 
in a heavy wind-storm this morning. The 
exact loss of life is unknown. 

The storm had no tornado features, that 
is, there was no funnel-shaped cloud. It 
was a straight ahead wind of tremendous 
velocity, accompanied by heavy rainfall. 
Hundreds of trees were blown down, one 
house was blown flat and the opera-house 
and freight shed of the Big Four were un- 
roofed, but by far the worst damage was 
done on the river, where the wind seemed 
to be heaviest. 


At the junction of the Mississippi and 


Ohio Rivers the wind caught the steamer 
Katherine, rolling it completely over and 
throwing it on its beam ends on a sandbar 
nearly submerged, where the cabin and 
upper works were washed off by the waves. 

Seventeen persons were on board when the 
boat left the wharf, only a few minutes be- 
fore the storm broke. Most of them ap- 
parently were caught in the cabin and were 
unable to escape before the vessel rollad 
over.

The wreck was witnessed by many who 
were on the river front and as.soon as the 
storm subsided tugs and barges with scores 
of willing workers were sent to the wreck- 
age, and the bodies Of the twelve victims 
weré recovered. Tonight arrangements are 
being made to blow up the hull with dyna- 
mite, as it is supposed other bodies may be 
under it. 

There is some harsh criticism on Capt. 
Hacker for going out with his boat in the 
face of such a storm, but he has been on the 
river for many years and fancied he could 
cross before the storm broke. 

News from the surrounding country comes 
in slowly, but so far as known no other lives 
were lost in this immediate vicinity. 
and wheat is leveled to the ground and many 
acres will be lost. In the drainage district 
above Cairo thousands of trees are broken 
off or torn up by the roots. 

At Bird‘s Point, Mo., opposite this city, a 
church and ten other buildings were moved 
from their foundations. 

Mound City, Ill, May 26.—[(Special.]—A 
tornado, the most severe in the history of 
the place, swept over this city this morning 
at 9 o'clock. There were no fatalities, but 
the property loss is heavy. The store of G. 
F. Meyer & Co., the Mound City furniture 
factory, F. R. Carris’ drug store, and Dr. 
H. R. Casey’s house was unroofed. The 
course of the wind was from the south. 


SIXTY KILLED IN MICHIGAN STORM. 


Nearly Seventy-five Others Injured, 
of Whom Many Will Die. 

Detroit, Mich., May 26.—[Special.]}—Careful 
search through the twenty miles of territory 
devastated by the tornado which swept over 
Oakland, Macomb; and Lapeer Counties last 
night shows that fully sixty lives were lost 
and nearly seventy-five people seriously in- 
jured, of whom.many will die. Fifty square 
miles of the choicest farming land in Michi- 
gan, including the prosperous towns of North 
Oxford, Ortonville, Thomas, and Oakwood, 
are reduced to wreckage. The property loss 
will. aggregate upward of $500,000. Follow- 
ing is a list of the victims corrected up to 8 
o'clock tonight:

It has been practically impossible to get a 
complete list of the injured, as they lie 
stretched over the entire territory through 
which the tornado swept, and many nooks 
and corners have not yet been penetrated 
owing to the great heaps of débris. Ofa list 
of thirty-three people badly injured who have 
been located the doctors say at least ten 
will die. 

The destruction of property is complete. 
At Oakwood, a village of about 200 popula- 
tion, not a house is left standing. The path 
of the storm was between half and three- 
fourths of a mile wide and it extended in a 
nearly straight course eastward for over 
thirty miles. A remarkable circumstance 
is that the buildings in close proximity to 
each other were blown in opposite directions, 
some being swept northward and others 
southward. 

At Mount Clemens the tornado left a track 
550 feet wide through the southeastern part 
of town, which looks as though a reaper 
with gigantic scythe had been endeavoring 
to mow a path. 


Course of the Storm. 


The storm made its first appearance near 
the Village of Ortonville, in Oakland Coun- 
ty. It was accompanied by a tremendous 
electrical display and a pattering of rain- 
drops. Without an instant warning the fun- 
nel-shaped cloud struck the earth, sweep- 
ing houses, human beings, and animals be- 
fore it as with a monster death-dealing 
scythe. From Ortonville it passed on to 
Oakwood, thence to Thomas, Whigville, 
North Oxford, and Dryden, where it appears 
to have divided, one section passing east- 
ward over Mount Clemens and on to Lake 
St. Clair, and the other section bounding 
from the earth and losing itself in: the 
heavens to the northward. At Mount

When 
Mrs. Hicks had crawled out from the rub- 
bish all the rest of the family were dead. 
Oscar Slate had to lie on the ground and 
watch his wife die. Mrs. Davidson's corpse 
was found in a field with her clothes tdrn 
off, her head terribly battered, and aij her 
teeth broken. 

Mrs. Charles Bradley and her husband 
had just finished supper when the storm be- 
gan. He told her to go to the cellar with 
the baby. He followed and was going to 
put the infant underatub. Just as he bent 
over her and the baby the house was lifted 
clean off the ground and the wall of the 
cellar fell over. Today the house was found 
upside down in the next lot. 

At Oakwood the bell of the Methodist 
Church lies in the road, the only entire 
piece of furniture saved from the building. 
H. J. Patton and family had a miraculous 
escape. He was watching the storm ap- 
proach when suddenly the house collapsed 
and he with the rest was precipitated into 
the cellar. Then the building took fire and 
was soon entirely demolished, but he suc- 
ceeded in getting the family all out. 

At Frank Laidlaw’s home, in North Ox- 
ford, Laidlaw and the hired man were in the 
barn. while his wife and babe and a hired 
girl were in the house. The storm picked the 
house and barn off of the foundations and 
blew them both away with the people in 
them, but no one was hurt except the babe, 
one month old, who was killed in its moth- 
er’s arms. 

Many of the losers will have difficulty in 
getting on their feet again financially with- 
out some assistance. Local organizations 
are already taking up the matter of tempo- 
rary relief, and nobody is suffering from 
lack of proper attention and food. 


IOWA’S DEATH LIST NUMBERS FORTY 


Ineidents in Connection with Bloody 
Run Catastrophe. 

Dubuque, Ia., May 26.—[{Special.J—It is 
reported today that forty pedpie lost their 
lives in the storm at McGregor, this number 
of fatalities being reported from a sixteen- 
mile strip along Bloody Run alone. 

Conductor W. J. Durbin, who runs_.a 
passenger train between Milwaukee and 
McGregor, says that soon after the water 
from Bloody Run began to rise on Sunday 
night the cries for help from the terrorized 
and helpless people living upon the low hands 
were heartrending, but that little could be 
done by those on the bluffs near by, as all 
were compelled to flee for their lives to the 
thigh grounds. On one box car as it floated 
by Mr. Durbin saw two men, supposed to 
be tramps, who were calling in piteous tones 
to be rescued. They could be seen jumping 
from one car to another as they proceeded to- 
gether toward the Mississippi. 

The houses of two families, one number- 
ing six persons and the other five, floated 
by and the screams of the women, the wails 
cf the children, and the cries of the men were 
heard above the din and roar, but those who 
saw the awful sight were powerless to rescue 
oh cue incident is reported from Wash- 
ington Mills, this county. The residence of 
William Cannon was swept away so genily 
that the family, who were in bed and asleep, 
never knew what happened till they woke 
in the morning and found their house lodged 
en the Cascade and Bellevue railway some 
miles away. His stock was drowned and

Washington, D. C., May 26—The weekly 
crop report issued by the Weather Bureau 
says: 

Abundant rains have relieved droughty 
conditions in the Ohio Valley and generally 
in the middle Atlantic States, but in New 
England and in portions of New York and 
Pennsylvania drought continues. “In the 
Southern States the droughty conditions 
previously existing have not been fully re- 
lieved. Severe local storms have caused 
serious injury to crops in portions of the 
lower Missouri and upper Mississippi Val- 
leys, and floods have done some damage in 
portions of Illineis, Missouri, Eastern Ne- 
braska, and Eastern Oklahoma. 3 

In the central Gulf States the corn crop 
is being laid by in excellent condition, but 
over the eastern and western portions its 
condition is less favorable owing to drought. 
In the central valleys, except portions of 
Oklahoma, Missouri, Nebraska,.and Illinois, 
where there has been too much rain, the 
week has been favorable to corn.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


VICTORY FOR BEER TAX PROPOSI- 
TION IN THE SENATE. 


Motion to Lay This Amendment to the 
Filled Cheese Bill on the Table Is 
Defeated, 30 to 25—House Favors 
Removing the Rebate on Alcohol 
Used in the Arts Despite the Oppo- 
sition of Patent Medicine Men—Oth- 
er Washington News. 

Washington, D. C., May’ 26.—[Special.]— 
By a vote of 30 to 25 the Senate today refused 
to lay on the table an amendment to the 
filled cheese bill providing for an additional 
tax of 75.cents per barrel on beer and other 
malt liquors. 

This action was not unexpected in view of 
the vote taken last week, which showed 
that the sentiment in the Senate in 
favor of a tax on beer was strong. The 
amendment itself is admitted by al! parties 
to be a simple method of giving to the gov- 
ernment enough revenue to wipe out the 
present deficit. The production. of beer 
averages $32,000,000, so an additional tax 
of 75 cents a barrel would bring into the 
Treasury an annual revenue of $25,000,000. 
This would not cost a cent additional for 
collection, and hence would be all clear gain. 

The amendment to the filled cheese bill 
providing for the beer tax was submitted 
by Mr. Dubois of Idaho, and joined with him 
in voting against a motion to lay on the 
table were six other Republicans, Brown, 
Cannon, Carter, Hansbrough, Pettigrew, 
and Teller, in addition to eighteen Demo- 
crats and the five Populists. 

As the Republicans who voted in favor of 
the amendment were all silver men and all 
but Hansbrough and Pettigrew belonged 
to the coterie which bolted the Dingley bill, 
the other Republicans in the Senate at once 
arrayed themselves against the proposition 
to put an extra tax on beer. Senator Sher- 
man moved to lay the amendment on the 
table, but was beaten by the decisive vote 
of 30 to 25. - 

By Party Lines Nearly. 

With the eighteen Republicans were seven 
Democrats. It will thus be seen that the 
great majority of the Democrats voted for 
the beer tax and the great majority of the 
Republicans against it. No direct vote on 
the amendment was taken but the refusal to 
lay it on the table will probably be followed 
by its adoption as a part of the filled cheese 
bill. 

The Republican leaders say that the beer 
tax was sprung by Dubois and his associates 
as part of their program to embarrass the 
Republicans at every stage in regard to 
revenue or tariff measures. Some of the 
Eastern leaders of the party also say that 
the Democrats voted for the beer tax 80 as 
to make. it more difficult to pass a protective 
tariff law early in the next administration. 

The fact remains that Dubois and his 
Democratic and Populist allies have put the 
Republican leaders in the Senate in a diffi- 
cult position, for it is admitted that the 
extra tax on beer would at once solve the 
whole question of revenue, and produce an 
amount about equal to the expected deficit 
for next year. 

Senator Sherman and his associates pro- 
pose to push the filled cheese bili and allow 
the beer tax amendment to be added to it. 
They then expect to have the House disagree 
to the beer tax and have that amendment 
lopped off in conference, leaving the filled 
cheese bill substantially in its present shape. 

During the debate today many strong 
arguments were advanced in favor of the 
beer tax, and the opponents of the amend- 
ment had but little to say in reply except 
to intimate that the whole thing was a 
political dodge. 


Cannot Pass the House. 


A hurried canvass of the House demon- 
strates the fact that the beer tax amend- 
ment cannot pass that body, at the present 
time at least. Members admit the fact that 
needed revenue could be procured in this 
way without difficulty, but they say they are 
not willing to go into the campaign with the 
influence of the brewers’ associations cast 
against them. 

Early in the session many of the Western 
members from Illinois, lowa, Wisconsin. 
Indiana, Kansas, and other States were in 
favor of putting a tax of $1 a barrel on beer. 
The Eastern men, however, urged that it 
would be dangerous to do this on the eve 
of a Presidential campaign, and in addition 
to that that the internal revenue taxes were 
already largely in excess of the customs 
dues and hence that it was unwise to burden 
the people further in this direction. ‘The 
Eastern men also made a point. of the fact 
that the Democrats were constantly en- 
deavoring to add to internal revenue taxa- 
tion so as to make the necessity for an in- 
creased tariif less apparent. 

The Treasury statement shows that up to 
the close of business today the receipts from 
customs were $148,476,742, while the receipts 


from internal revenue were $131,569,9U02 for 


the present fiscal year, thus showing that 
the tariff, even under the low rates of the 
Gorman-Wiison bill, is furnishing nearly 
17,000,000 more than the internal revenue 
in spite of the increased tax on whisky. 


Has the Right of Way. 


A lively debate is expected in the Senate 
when the Dubois amendment comes up. It 
now has the right of way, and the filled 
cheese bill cannot be reached until the beer 
tax is disposed of. It is intimated in the 
Senate that if the beer tax had come from 
some other source than the silver bolters, 
of whom every one is afraid, the Republic- 
ans might have voted for it more largely, 
but nevertheless they are put in an awk- 
ward position of declining to agree toa 
proposition for revenue. It is stated that 
since the vote last week the brewers’ asso- 
ciation has begun to take an active interest 
in affairs at Washington and to flood mem- 
bers of Congress with telegrams warning 
them that the influence of the brewers 
would be thrown against any party which 
voted to increase the tax on beer. Ad- 
vance guards of the brewers’ lobby have 
already arrived and are working against 
the measure, for every one Knows that if 


the additional tax should be levied it would | 


be paid by the brewers and would not, under 
any circumstances, increase the price of 
beer to the consumer. 


Mr. Sherman’s Argument. 

During the debate Mr. Sherman urged that 
this was a move to cripple the cheese bill, 
which was in no sense a general revenue Dill. 
Thirty million of revenue already was raised 
from ‘‘that very useful and comfortable 
drink,” and he (Sherman) thought the con- 
sumers of beer paid about enough. 

Mr. Vilas opposed the amendment, saying 
the tax on beer fell on the consumer—a wage- 
earning, hard-working tlass. 

Mr. Aldrich [Rep., Rhode Island], ex- 
pressed gratification that the Democratic 
party had placed itself on record in favor of 
a high beer tax. It had been generally sup- 
posed the brewers of the country supported 
the Democratic party, not only by their 
votes, but in a more substantial way, and

VOTES TO REMOVE ALCOHOL REBATE 


House Takes Action Unfavorable to 
Patent Medicine Men. 
Washington, D. C., May 26.—{Special.}—

the House this afternoon a bill providing for 
the repeal of the section of the Wilson-Gor- 
man law which exempted alcohol used in the 
arts from the payment of the internal reve- 
e tax. 
"The bill as finally passed repeals the sec- 
tion outright, but provides for the appoint- 
ment of a commission composed of Senators 
and Representatives who are to sit during 
the recess and devise some means’ for ex- 
empting alcohol used in the arts from taxa- 
tion if it can be done without fraud on the 
ernment.

It was estimated that the amount of alco- 
hol likely to be claimed as free under the 
present law is 10,000,000 gallons per annum, 
which would make a total for 1806 and 1896 
of 20,000,000 gallons, on which the taxa- 
tion is $22,000,000. As the Treasury Depart- 
ment declined or was unable to carry cut 
the law, druggists and manufacturers who 
used alcohol began piling in claims for re- 
bates, and between Aug. 28, 1894, and Nov. 
1, 1895, fully $2,500,000 of these claims were 
filed at the Treasury. | 

At the same time druggists all over the 
country protested against any atfempt to 
execute the law. Organizations like the 
Chicago Retail Druggists’ Association as- 
serted that the sole beneficiaries of tax-free 
alcohol would be the manufacturers of pa- 
tent medicines who would profit to the ex- 
tent of many millions annually and have no 
fear of competition or other influence to 
compel a reduction of their prices. Other 
chemists asserted that to carry out the pro- 
visions of the law would necessitate an irk- 
some espionage by the Treasury officials and 
require manufacturers to conduct their busi- 
nesses as bonded warehousemen. 

The bill passed today, if accepted by the 
Senate, would not in any way affect the 
claims for rebates on alcohol used in the 
arts up to the date of the repeal. The free 
alcohol bill has been placed on the list of 
measures to be considered in the Senate and 
it may have a chance there, but owing to the 
rules of that body two or three Senators will 
be able to kill the measure if they so desire. 
The paragraph was first inserted at the in- 
Stance of the Massachusetts Senators and 
they are opposed to its repeal. <A strong 
combination of patent medicine men is 
working in the same direction. 


GEN. RINAKER CONTINUES TO GAIN, 


Thirty Votes to the Good in the Ac- 
eount So Far. 

Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
Cass County’s sixteen precincts were com- 
pleted this afternoon by the Board of Can- 
vassers making the recount of votes in the 
Rinaker-Downing case and the result showed 
a net gain of ten votes for Gen. Rinaker. 

In-Macoupin County nineteen precincts 
had been counted when the canvassers céased 
work this afternoon and Rinaker had gained 
eleven votes. Sixteen precincts of Morgan 
County show a net gain of five for Rinaker, 
and the precincts of Greene County counted. 
thus far have swelled the Rinaker column by 
four votes. 

This makes a net gain of thirty votes for 
Gen. Rinaker in‘about fifty precincts, or 
nearly one-third of those embraced in the 
Sixteenth Congressional District of Illinois. 

No account is taken in this calculation of a 
score of votes which have been certified to 
Elections committee No. 1 for decision. Ata 
meeting of that body this afternoon these 
votes were dividéd equally between Messrs. 
Rinaker and Downing. Inasmuch as Down- 
ing only claimed a majority of forty over 
Rinaker it will not take the contestant long 
to overcome this lead, according to the offi- 
cial returns now being counted.

Retorts on Cable. 


“John P. Altgeld is today the target of 
abuse. This morning I read that an indi- 
vidual who lives, I believe, in Rock Island, 
by the name of Cable has applied to him 
terms of bitter denunciation. Among other 
things he compares our favorite son’s race 
for Governor with that of the President of 
the. United States four years ago. When 
he ran four years ago he said that Cleveland 
obtained more yotes than Altgeld. The Dem- 
ocrats voted for Altgeld and the President. 
The political mavericks, lacking in party 
principle, voted only for Cleveland, and 
hence he had, on that question, led Gov. Alt- 
geld, and that is the reason for it. 

“I ant reminded’ by the pressure of the 
women behind me that there is to 
be a woman nominated for the po- 
sition of Trustee of the State Univer- 
sity. She to whom I refer is well known in 
the State. There will be a resolution offered 
asking her indorsement at Peoria. She needs 
from me no iribute, no eulogy.

The work of the convention was quickly 
commenéed, with James C. Strain as Secre- 
tary and half a dozen assistants. A Com- 
mittee on Credentials, with William Edgar 
as Chairman, was appointed, and one on 
resolutions, with Joseph P. Mahoney at its 
head, was sent out. 

Mrs. Meech, representing the Cornelia 
Democratic club of Cook County, made an 
extended speech, urging the nomination of 
Dr. Smith. A moment ,after she had con- 
cluded the temporary organization was made 
permanent and the sitting delegates were 
confirmed in their seats. 

Wiliam Prentiss next addressed the con- 
vention. After talking free silver at great 
length he took a rap at President Cleveland, 
greatly to the delight of the majority of the 

elegates. 

Catherine Waugh McCullough was intro- 
duced and spoke in behalf of Dr. Smith. 

By this time the Committee on Resolutions 
Was ready to report, and the platform as 
above given was adopted. 


John MecGillen’s Piea. 


Previous to the affirmative action of the 
nee John McGillen took the floor, say- 

ng: 
“I hope that the report of the committee 
will not prevail. I do not believe that it rep- 
resents the Democratic sentiment of Cook 
County. I do not believe that it represents 
the ideas of Democracy as were laid down 
by my friend, Prentiss. I do not believe 
it represents the ideas of Jefferson and Jack- 
son. 

“What Democracy desires is not a plenti- 
tude of money, but that the money we have 
should be the best of money, and not make 
it a cheap money, a nasty money. We do 
ninety-five times as much business in pro- 
portion to the amount of money as any coun- 
try in the world. What makes such a condi- 
tion of things? The fact that our credits 
are good, our commercial integrity is' good, 
our standing among men, our word, our obli- 
gations are good. I hope that those resolu- 
tions will not prevail, and-I want to gO on 
record as a ocrat recording one dis- 
senting vote to that resolution.”

| CALLS PLATT DOWN HARD. 


WARNER MILLER READS THE RioT 
ACT TO THE “ BOSS.” 


Says It Will Take Him from June to 
November to Explain What He Is 
Now Saying About McKinley—Sug- 
gests That He Is Furnishing the 
Democrats with Their Campaign 
Arguments—Says Platt Rumus the 
Legislature by Telephone. 

New York, May 26.—([Special.]—Ex-Sena- 
tor Warner Miller left nothing to explain in 
regard to his attitude towards Mr. Platt 
in a statement in which he gave to the news- 
papers tonight. Mr. Miller said among 
other things: 

** My attention has been called toa state- 
ment in the Buffalo Express of Tuesday 
last, purporting to give my views upon the 
political situation in the State. The state- 
ment is substantially correct with two or 
three exceptions. 

‘It says that I stated that I was for Mc- 
Kinley. I stated that I was for McKinley 
after Morton. It also says that I stated that 
one-half or more of the New Yerk delegates 
would be for McKinley. I did say that one- 
half of the delegates or more would be for 
McKinley after Morton. I did say that I 
considered the attack upon McKinley by 
some leading. Republicans in this State was 
outrageous, and I repeat that statement. 

** Mr. Platt in the papers of yesterday re- 
turns to his attack on McKinley as a 
dangerous and misleading candidate. Mr. 
Platt adds that the’organization will make 
the stoutest fight it ever made for the Re- 
publican ticket this fall. 

“If McKinley is nominated it will take all 
the time from June till November for Ftr. 
Platt to explain why he supports the candi- 
date whom he. has denounced as incompe- 
tent and not fit for the office of President. 
He has all the Democratic papers now howl- 
ing at McKinley and repeating his criti- 
cisms of McKinley. The principal campaign 
documents of the Democratic party will be 
the denunciations already made by Mr. 
Platt of McKinley. 

“Mr. Platt, by his vicious attack upon 
McKinley, has made it absolutely impossi- 
ble tor any of the friends of McKinley in the 
convention to come to the support of Mor- 
ton, and people all over the country are ask- 
ing, Is Gov. Morton responsible in any way 
and does he approve of the attacks made on 
Maj. McKinley by Mr. Platt? This is a ques- 
tion that ought to be answered in the nega- 
tive as soon as Gov. Morton can answer it.’’ 

Mr. Miller next turned his attention to 
Mr. Platt’s remarks about the regular or- 
ganization, and said that there was only one 
Republican organization in this State and 
that included every Republican voter. 

‘“‘The Republican party will not consent 
that its Legislature shall be under domina- 
tion of any one man. It will not consent 
that the Legislature shall be-run by a long 
distance telephone from New York. I regret 
to say that this was the case last winter. 
Mr. Platt undertook openly to control the 
Legislature. Orders were sent out every 
Sunday afternoon. from his room telling the 
Legislature what it could do the following 


' week.”

BODES ILL FOR PROHIBITION SUCCESS 


Factional Fight at Pittsburg Growing 
More Bitter Hourly. 

Pittsburg, Pa., May 26.—{Special.J—If 
there. is no bolt in the Prohibition party 
convention that meets here tomorrow there 
will. be so much dissatisfaction among the 
followers of the cold water doctrine that its 
strength will not be polled in November. 
The breach between the factions has wid- 
ened today and all the leaders admit the 
prospects for the party are doubtful. The 
ground taken by the broad guage people is 
stated by ex-Gov. St. John of Kansas in 
these words: 

* Silver is the dominant issue in all par- 
ties today; it must be in ours. If we do not 
declare for free silver we will not poll one- 
sixth of our strength in the West... When 
we were weak, in the early days of our party, 
we could not afford to be torn by quarrels 
over outside questions, but now we are 
strong and we must take a stand on all 
issues.” 

The narrow guagers stick to it that theirs 
is a party of one idea and that is prohibition 
of the liquor traffic. If the narrow guage 
faction wins the broad guagers are apt to 
bolt. Certainly at the polls they will act 
with the Populists, or with one of the great 
parties if either declares for free silver. 
If the broad guagers. win there will be no 
bolt, but the other faction will not be as 
active in drumming up votes as it otherwise 
would be. , 

National Chairman Dickie today declared 
he would not be a candidate for re#lection. 
He is considerably wrought up over the 
charges that have been brought against 
him, denying that the party has lost any 
strength under his management. Many of 
the delegates today held caucuses to name 
members of the various committees. 

The Indiana delegation met and resolved 
to make a motion that the convention elect 
the National Chairman instead of the Na- 
tional committee. The Indianaps offer their 
State’ Chairman, J. W. Dunlop, of Franklin, 
for Mr, Dickie’s post. It is a broad guage 
move. 

Hiinoisans are working up sentiment for 
Miss Francis E. Willard as a broad guage 
nominee. for the . Vice-Presidency. Mrs. 
Helen M. Gouger is doing able duty in this 
cirection. Of course, there are peacemakers 
here, but the peacemaker being essentially 
a compromiser finds littie favor. Only twa 
names are heard for the Presidential nom- 
ination, Levering, narrow guage, and Bent- 
ley, broad guage. Each stands firmly 
pledged to the principles he has advocated 
all along and will not hear of a compromise 
that is not a surrender by the other side. 

At a meeting of the Central committee to- 
night A. A. Stevens, a narrow-gauge man, 
was selected to act as Temporary Chair- 
man. 


SILVER SPLITS INDIANA DEMOCRATS. 


Will Not Allow a Gold Man to Be a Del- 
egate to Chicago. 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 26.—[Special. ]— 
The silver Democrats of Indiana tonight 
took the bull by the horns and bolted the 
Democratic organization in this State, elect- 
ed a new State committee, and decided that 
no sound money representative should go 
to the Chicago convention from this State 
if they could prevent it. There was a confer- 

ence lasting all day. 

This afternoon they sent a demand to 
State Chairman Holt for an explanation of 
his conduct at the sound money conference 
the other day, when he said he would rather 
see the State of Indiana go Republican by 
50,000 majority than sée it go Democratic 
on a free silver platform. Receiving no 
answer from Holt, there was another ses- 
sion tonight, and the silver representatives 
took the radical action mentioned above. 

From henceforth the Democratic party in 
indiana will be a doublé-headed affair. 
While the silver men decided to support 
Gov. Matthews they decided that the seven 
sound money men he had selected as dele- 
gates to Chicago should not go. This in- 
cludes Sheerin of Logansport, Secretary of 
the National Demoératic committee. A res- 
olution demanding that Sheerin withdraw 
from the national committee as the Indiana 
representative was voted down on account 
of his active support of Gov. Matthews. 

The new State Chairman of the Indiana 
silver Democratic committee is Allen W. 
Clark of Greensburg. Headquarters are 
now open here and the silver faction will 
conduet its own campaign. . 


INDORSES BLAND AND FREE SILVER.

It Is Remembered That He Generally 
Studied His Sermons with Wine 
or Whisky in Front of Him.

Salt Lake, Utah, May 26.—[Special.]—The 
blood-soaked overalls found in the basement 
of the First Scandinavian Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in this city, and the other grew- 
some relics that testify to the guilt of Pas- 
tor Hermann, were reviewed by hundreds to- 
day. It noW appears that when Hermann 
sold the trunk and clothes belonging to Hen- 
rietta Clausen’ he represented to the pur- 
chaser that they had belonged to his wife, 
and that the only reason he cared to dispose 
of them was that he did not like to have 
them lying around the house, as they re- 
minded him too strongly of her. Hermann 
told Elder Mork that the girl had sent an 
expressman for her trunk, and had it con- 
veyed to the depot, and she had gone away. 

Some of the church members, who were 
slow to believe that their pastor could have 
been anything but a man of God, are be- 
ginning to recall circumstances of his pe- 
cullar actions. It is now known that he 
was always supplied wfth beer, whisky, and 
wine, and it was unusual to enter his study 
and not find him studying his sermon with 
a bottle of wine or whisky on the table be- 
fore him. 

The dispatch from Chicago stating he was 
seen on the street there on Saturday created 
a flurry among the police. Chief Pratt in- 
clined to the opinion that the dispatch was 
corretc. Hermann, he said, had many friends 
in Chicago, but adds that they do not live 
in that portion of the city where he is said to 
have been seen.

The officers now assert openly and every- 
where that there is no longer any shadow of 
doubt that Hermann is the murderer of Miss 
Clausen.

LACK OF MISSION 


PRESBYTERIAN REPORTS SHOW 
THAT WORK IS HAMPERED. 


Board Is Compelled to Decline All Ap- 
plications for New Churches and 
Cut Down Appropriations for Those 
Already in the Field—Assembly De- 
cides to Leave Christian Endeavor 
Societies in the Same Relation to 
the ‘Church They Always Held. 

Saratoga, N. Y., May 26.—(Special.}—The 

Rev. Harris H. Gregg Jr. of Ottawa, Ill., led 

the devotional exercises in the Presbyterian 

General Assembly this morning. 

On motion of Mr. McDougall the matter 
of the Presbyterian Mission Building in 


tee of the standing committee of the Home 
and Foreign Boards, with instructions to 
report on Thursday afternoon. It will be 
likely to involve a lively debate. 

The Rev. Dr. William P. Kane of Bloom- 
ington, Ill., presented the report of the 
standing committee on the Board of Home 
Missions. It was shown that a debt which 
had been growing for five years had reached 
the limit of the board’s credit. The stagna- 
tion of business was ascribed as the cause. 
The board has been compelled to decline all 
applications for the support of new churches 
and missions and cut down the appropria- 
tions for the support of missionaries in the 
fiel@. Many of the churches which have 
previously been assisted have learned the 
lesson of self-help. The total indebtedness 
of the board was stated as $299,062.42; in- 
cluding home missions, $193,989.01, and 
Woman’s Executive committee, $105,073.41. 

In discussing the report Thomas McDou- 
gall criticised the investments of the board 
and wanted to know what had become of the 
bequest of Mrs. Stuart. It was thought he 
referred to the New York building, and he 
was called to order, as that subject had 
been postponed until Thursday. The report 
Was approved. 

Dr. Booth from the Committee on Bills 
and Overtures reported favorably on inter- 
national arbitration, and a resolution was 
adopted favoring it. , 

The report of the Committee on Aid for 
Colleges and Academies showed receipts 


was over $30,000 less than the previous year. 
The board asked for $150,000, and recom- 
mended the reélection to the board of those 
members whose terms expired. The recom- 
mendations were adopted after addresses 
had been made by the Rev. Drs. E. C. Ray 
and Lippincott of Chicago. 

The report of the Rev. Dr. Breed’s special 
Committee on Young People’s Societies was 
then taken up. After some discussion that 
portion of the report referring to the Pres- 
byterian Council of the Brotherhood of An- 
drew and Philip and the Boys’ Brigade was 
taken from the report and referred to a spe- 
cial committee, with instructions to report 
back to this assembly. 

The balance of the Breed report was then 
taken up and slaughtered by a deafening 
vote, supplemented at the end by applause. 
This leaves the young people’s societies in 
the same position they have hitherto held. 


THREE BISHOPS ARE CONSECRATED. 


Methodist Conference Acts Upon Sev- 
eral Important Reports. 

Cleveland, O., May 26.—[Special.J—An ap- 
peal from the Rev. Charles W. Price of Rus- 
sellville Circle, O., was the first business at 
the General Conference today. Mr. Price 
appealed from a decision of Bishop Bowman, 
by whom he had been convicted of lying. 
The conference overruled the Bishop’s de- 
cision and ordered a new trial. 

A report from the Book Concern in favor 
of appointing a book editor drew from‘Dr. 
Lanahan that one out of every eleven dele- 
gates was already a church officer. He was, 
therefore, opposed to having any more offi- 
gers. His views were apparently not ac- 
cepted, for the report was adopted. 

The consecration of Bishops was the chief 
business of the morning. The ceremony took 
place immediately after recess. Bishop 
Bowman presided. Charles Cardwell Mcec- 
Cabe was presented by the Rev. L. D. Me- 
Cabe, D. D., and the Rev. T. C. Iliff, D. D.; 
Earl Cranston by the Rev. D. L. Rader and 
the Rev. R. 8. Rust, D. D.; Joseph Crane 
Hartzell by the Rev. M. C. B. Mason, D. D., 
and the Rev. Sam L. Beiler, Ph. D. 

At the afternoon session the Committee 
on Temperance reported. The report con- 
demned the license features of the laws‘and 
stated it as the belief of the committee that 
government or any other power thus im- 
posing a license upon the liquor traffic was 
a partner in the business. The report fur- 
ther stated that the duty of the Methodist 
Church was to break down the business 
and exterminate the traffic. The report ap- 
proved the anti-saloon league; favored spe- 
cial attention to quarterly Sunday-school 
temperance services; adjustment of the liquor 
traffic laws; urged the aid of all people dn 
the enforcement of laws not having a ten- 
dency to legalize the sale of liquor, and set 
aside the fourth Sunday in November for 
special temperance services, at which time 
a collection should be taken for the benefit 
of temperance work. 

The report was adopted by a rising vote, 
after a futile attempt to amend it. 

The Committee on Missions reported 
through Dr. Broadbeck. The clause calling 
for monthly collections for missions was dis- 
cussed and was amended so as to provide for 
special missionary service on the day that 
special collection is taken. The report 
recominended that lay missionaries be invit- 
ed to occupy seats in the annual confer- 
ences, but not allowed voices in matters 
pertaining to the ministry, or be counted in 
estimating representation to the -General 
Conference. Many objections were raised to 
the report, but if was adopted. The Educa- 
tional committee report was presented by Dr. 
King, and among other recommendations was 
one relating to the extravagant decorations 
of Sunday-schools on Children’s day. The re- 
port deplored this condition, and it was 
adopted,

MANY GO TO THE FEAST. 


HUNDREDS OF PEOPLE MAKE THE 
PILGRIMAGE TO HOLY HILL. 


Services in Honor of the Patron Saint 
of St. Mary’s Church, the Blessed 
Virgin—Many Miraculous Cures Are 
Reported and Crutches Shown 
Which Are Said to Have Been Left 
by Those Who Have Been Made 
Whole. 


Hartford; Wis., May 26.—[Special.]—The 
Season of pilgrimage to the Holy Hill was 
formally opened today. The attendance ex- 
ceeded the other attendances on this day, 
which is set apart as sacred to the blessed 
Virgin. The celebration is that of the patron 
feast of St. Mary’s Church, which occupies 
a commanding position on the summit of 
Lapham’s Peak, designated by the geological 
surveyors as Holy Hill. The feast usually 
occurs on May 24, but the date was changed. 

A delegation of about fifty people arrived 
from Milwaukee in the morning, also a num- 
ber from Chicago, and others came from 
Beaver Dam, Chilton, and Fond du Lac. 
The drive out to the hill is about ten miles, 
and the drive was most exhilarating. Those 
who had never witnessed the scene before 
stood in admiration and delight over the 
grandeur of the panorama presented. Cities 
and lakes were visible at a distance of twen- 
ty miles. 

The services were opened with matins, 
after which high mass was celebrated by the 
Rev. N. M. Zimmer of Beaver Dam, assisted 
by the Rev. P. Van Trok of Sheboygan as 
deacon, the Rev. Joseph Wurm of German- 
town as, subdeacon, and the Rev. William 
Bruecker as master of ceremonies. The 
church choir of the St. Kilian’s Church, 
‘uncer the direction of their pastor, the Rev. 
J. A. Bertram, assisted in the services. 

Following the regular mass the Rev. J. C. 
Schwaiger of Germantown delivered an ad- 
dress in German, in which he commended 
the spirit of the pilgrims and spoke of the 
virtues of the blessed Virgin, exhorting them 
to abide in thefr faith. 

The Rev. Mr. Wall of Beaver Dam spoke 
in English, and extolled the sacredness of 
the day and what it meant to the people 
who cherished the Catholic faith. Vespers 
followed the regular services, after which 4% 
repast was served in the vale below. 

Thousands come annually, some to get 
cured of their aches and pains and others 
more for curiosity and sightseeing. Many 
miraculous cures have been reported in the 
past years, and the number is increasing. 
Crutches and spectacles can be seen at the 
church edifice which have been left by those 
who were alleviated from théir bodily ail- 
ments. The management expects to make 
improvements in the near future on the 
premises on the hill in order to give pilgrims 
better accommodations. The next excursion 
will take place the second of July. 


BISHOP WLAREN NEEDS NO ASSISTANT. 


He Thus Informs the Annual Episco- 
pal Convention Which Begins Its 
Session in This City. 


The Episcopal diocese of Chicago will not 
have an assistant Bishop. Bishop McLaren 
does not want one, for-he said so yesterday 
in his address to the fifty-ninth annua] dio- 
cesan convention, which met in the cathe- 
dral on the West Side. 

There has been some agittaion lately in 
favor of granting the Bishop this aid in his 
duties, and the ritualists, it is said, were 
desirous of filling the office with one of their 
number. An announcement, therefore, on 
the subject was naturally expected yester- 
day from the Bishop. 

Another interesting feature of his address 
was a report of the prosperous conditions 
of the church affairs. His reference to the 
appointment of an assistant was as fol- 
lwos: 

‘The effects of many years of overwork 
in this exacting office have been apparent 
in diminished physical strength and one 
year ago I intimated to the convention I 
would be ready to consider the method of 
relief provided for in the consecration of a 
coadjutor when in my judgment the proper 
time arrived, My health has, however, ma- 
terially improved and my strength is equal 
to all reasonable demands, as the experience 
of the year has shown. Nothing more need, 
therefore, be said on that subject.” 

Bishop McLaren, in his address, reported 
the number of persons confirmed in the dio- 
cese last year as 1,288, thirteen more than 
during the previous year. He has con- 
firmed 18,030 persons since his consecration.

Nor content with their bloody work in Ar- 
menia, the unspeakable Turks are now run- 
ning amuck among the Cretan Christians, 
killing men, women, and children wherever 
they can find them. As usual, the war ves- 
sels of the great powers are hurrying to 
the spot to see that none of their own coun- 
trymen are among the victims. There will, 
however, be as little protection for Cretan 
as there was for Armenian Christians. 


’ Mild protests will be made, the Sultan will 


make promises and proceed to break them, 
and thus matters will go on until the Turks’ 
appetite for blood is satiated. As Russia is 
now all-powerful over Turkey, andas the new 
Czar, judging from the amount of praying 
that he has been doing for the last week, 
must be in a religious frame of mind, it only 
seems natural that he might interfere to 
save the Cretan Christians from slaughter. 
As he did not intervene, however, in the case 
of the Armenians, the Cretans are in a hope- 
less condition. 
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NICHOLAS II. IS CROWNED. 

Nicholas II. has been formally crowned 
Czar of Russia, the religions complement 
to the actual beginning of his reign more 
than a yearago. The ceremony in Moscow 
yesterday was the conspicuous and central 
feature of the coronation celebration, which 
is stretching its barbaric splendors through 
a period of weeks. It was a scene that could 
not be duplicated in any other land, as 
unique among the practices of men as Rus- 
sia is unique among nations, 

This unrestricted autocrat who expends 
millions to impress an-.idea on his subjects 
probably does not know how vast is the 
horde of people in hisdomain. It is believed 
that 120,000,000 is well within the facts, 
comprising probably 90,000,000 Russians 
and 30,000,000 others of every variety of 
race, from Laplanders and Finns to Cos- 
sacks and Circassians, How this absolute 
rule can be applied to this heterogeneous 
mass of human beings has been the stand- 
ing marvel of the world, and probably the 
explanation of Leroy-Beaulieu comes near- 
esttothe truth. He says: 

Czarism, this anachronism in the midst of mod- 
ern Europe, ts in reality nothing but a patriarchal 
theocracy, disguised through the compelling needs 
of the- times and neighborly influences as mil- 
itary and bureaucratic government. 

This close student of Russia believes 
theocracy is really the basis on which the 
autocracy rests, and that to the Russian no 
division is conceivable between the Church 
andthe State. Thistheory coincides with the 
religious enthusiasm that is observable 


everywhere among Russians, even impart- 


ing to their revolutions a fervor of devotion 
and heroic sacrifice that have been likened 
to the spirit of the martyrs. It is this senti- 
ment that is at the root of the ceremony 
which was celebrated yesterday at Mos- 
cow—a sentiment that inspires a confidence 
that Russia is ruled by God and the divine 
law and that the Czar is:infused with the 
gifts of the Holy Spirit when he is anointed 
with the sacred oil. In spite of this strong 
underlying feeling, which the government 


‘seeks to intensify, and seemingly inconsist- 


ent with it, the Russian has a deep appre- 
ciation of the fact that’the machinery of 
this autocratic government runs to robbery 
and oppression. The young Czar has been 
singularly free thus far in his reign from 
ayy violent outbreak in the ranks of the re- 
form element, which is constantly brooding 
over its oppressions. This must not be at- 
tributed to any deserving deeds of the Czar, 
but to a disposition on thé part of the revo- 
lutionary party to give himachance. “ The 


people are waiting,” said Stepniak, and the 


same authority, who was the authorized 
spokesman for the more conservative re- 
formers. who do not believe in| bombs, de- 
clared just before his death that they were 
waiting in vain. He summed up the new 
Czar thus: 


Nicholas II. was the first to confess publicly that 
the country. through Its recredted represetra- 


tives (the Zemstos) was asking him for constitu- ; 


tional reform, and he, the Czar, was refusing to 
accede to its demands and méant to refuse as 
long as he could. Nicholas II., although in all 
the ardor of youth, is satisfied with following the 
beaten track of officialism. Under Alexander III. 
bureaucratic despotism was hidden in the shade 
of autocracy;: now we shall have the frank su- 
premacy of bureaucracy keeping in its shade a 
Czar as a figurehead. 


Stepniak’s revelations of the woes of the 
Russians confirmed all the harrowing facts 
set forth by Kennan, coupled with a belief 
shared by most Observers of the Czar’s ten- 
dencies that no permanent reform was to 
be inaugurated. Death remained and still re- 
mains the portion of any man who shall ad- 
vocate the principles of the Declaration of 
Independence within. thé Muscovite domain. 
It is of little comparative consequence if the 
“impecunious nobility ” be “relieved ” by 
reductions in the interests on their loans, 
which they cannot pay anyway; or if Rus- 
sian prisoners in Siberia receive partial am- 
nesty; or if “ warnings” agains? newspa- 
pers be recalled; or if the rest of the pro- 
posed program of imperial philanthropy be 
carried out. The cause of all will remain, 
** No outward whiteness cau ever make Rus- 
sian autocracy anything but a whitened sep- 
ulcher within.” The wheels of the bureau- 
eracy will not be stopped an instant, and the 
despotic grind will soon catch up again to 
the point where it may drop a few threads 
now in deference to the obligations of a new 
monarch’s coronation. Not a suggestion 
has been made anywhere of any substantia] 
relief to. the Russians, and until a Czar is 
crowned who has the courage to extend 
civil rights and relax the severity of the 
laws against honest political agitation Rus- 
sia must remain a gigantic relic of semi- 
barbarism, still dead to the impulses of the 
generation. 
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DIXIE EXHIBIT OFF FOR THIS YEAR. 

The responsibility for the abandonment 
or postponement of the Cotton States Exhi- 
bition in Chicago appears to rest wholly 
in the South. The cause assigned is that 
Tennessee is to hold an exposition of its own 
this fall in commemoration of the centennial 
anniversary of its admission into the Union. 
It therefore asked for a postponement of the 
Chicago project, and, gaining the general 
consent of the other interested States, this 
action was. officially taken. Mr. Higinbo- 
tham, who had charge of the local organi- 
zation, says the exposition “may yet be 
held in 1898 or some other year,” but there 


is little probability that the interest original- | 


ly aroused in the project can be sustained 
through many months after the date first 
fixed has been abandoned. If such an ex-

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GELD’S CHICAGO BRACE PRIMARIES. 
Monday the free silver Democrats of this 
city had what they called a “ primary elec- 
tion.” and yesterday they held a free silver 
gathering at which men were selected to go 
to Peoria next month and vote for free sil- 
ver at 16 to 1 without international agree- 
ment, 
The primaries were frauds, as every body 
knew they would be. The Altgeldites pre- 
tend the total vote cast at them was 15,000. 
It may be that the “ brace” judges, pursu- 
ant to instructions, shoved that number of 
ballots into the boxes. To do that would be 
to repeat an old trick. *But no 15.000 voters 
went to the primaries, nor the quarter of 
that number. It is a liberal estimate to say 
that one Democrat in twenty voted. 

The Nineteenth Ward is said by the Alt- 
geldites to have cast 1,084 free silver votes. 
But as only 103 men went to the polls, as is 
shown by the affidavits of sound money men 
| who kept tab, it appears that either the 103 
men exercised the privilege of free voting 
about eleven times each, ‘or the judges 
dropped ten ballots into the box for every 
bonafide one deposited by a voter, 

In the Fourth Ward 155 men went to the 
polls, but they managed somehow to cast 
730 votes. In the Twenty-second Ward 
seventy-five men voted, but 545 votes were 
reported by the ballot box stuffers. 

It will be seen that the ratio of votes to 
voters widely differs in these wards. There 
is but one free silver coinage ratio, while the 
voting ratio runs from 5 to 1 to 10 tol. 

The sound money men state that not over 
29000 men went to the polls and voted, and 
of these a great many were repeaters, who 
were carted from primary to primary and 
were welcomed cordially at every one. The 
judges asked no questions, They took in 
thankfully all the ballots handed them and 
then added more, so that the returns might 
seem to show a respectable turn-out of the 
Democratic masses for free coinage and 50- 
cent dollars. 

The primaries were in reality nothing but 
a miserable farce from which the sound 
money men wisely kept away aitogether— 
except in one ward where they had the 
judges, and ‘their ticket was there elected. 
In the other wards the primaries were on a 
par with those held last year for the Altgeld- 
Hinriehsen free silver convention, when 
about 500 votes were cast in the whole city.

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maries were, for it adopted a platform which 


announces that— 

We declare in favor of the immediate repeal 
of all that Republican, unpatriotic, and revolu- 
tionary legislation of 1873 demonetizing silver, 
and we demand the immediate restoration of the 


bimetallic system, and the free and unl|mited 
coinage of both gold and silver, without iting 


for any other nation. 

Should international agreement be deemed de- 
sirable, Congress can in the very act of restora- 
tion make trade regulations as will compel all 
nations that desire to trade with us to at once 
enter inte such international agreement. 

This is an open, positive demand for free 
coinage at the fraudulent ratio of 16 tol, 
when the true one, based on intrinsic values, 
is 31 to1. When the free silver Democrats 
of this county demand the repeal of the law 
of 1873 and the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver they demand that the right be 
given to any man who has 50 cents’ worth 
of silver bullion to have it made into a 
legal tender dollar, which he will pay to 
some Chicago workingman at its nominal 
value for his services. 

State Senator Mahoney pretended to think 
it would be a good thing for the working- 
man to be paid in half-value money. The 
Democratic National convention did not 
think so four years ago, when it demanded 
the best money for payment of working- 
men’s wages, and on which ‘its ticket was 
elected. 

The proposition to coerce foreign nations 
into free coinage by trade regulations is 
idiotically absurd. The United States is 
solemnly invited by Mahoney to boycott the 
civilized countries of the globe. It is al- 
most as ridiculous as the declaration of one 
asinine delegate who declared that “if 
silver were ‘restored’ to free coinage it 
would be at par with gold in thirty days.” 
That is to say, free coinage in this country 
would double in a month all the silver 
bullion and silver money in all the free 
coinage countries in the world! The plat- 
form was a specimen of silly tomfoolery 
from beginning to end. 


ROTTEN SENATORIAL APPROPRIATIONS. 

Monday was a great day at Washington 
for the claim agents and the lobbyists. The 
Senate took up the deficiency appropriation 
bill. As it came from the House it pro- 
vided for an expenditure of $4,800,000. 
The Committee on Appropriations recom- 
mended the adoption of amendments raising 
the amount to $8,900,000. These amend- 
ments were concurred in and then the Sen- 
ate broke loose, and, regardless of the 
protests of the committee, appropriated for 
enough stale claims to raise the total to 
eleven millions. 

The representatives of the different sets 
of Treasury raiders formed a combine. <A 
million dollars was. voted towards French 
spoliation claims, in which certain persons 
in New England are largely interested, and 
that was followed up by voting over half a 
million to satisfy the demands of some 
Tennesseeans for compensation for proper- 
ty alleged to have been destroyed by Union 
soldiers down there during the rebellion, 

Some other claims, equally devoid of 
merit, and swindles on the Treasury were 
also taken into the pool and passed. 

The French spolidation claims, now a 
century old, should not be paid. They are 
rotten to the core. 

The Southern war claims are peculiarly 
dishonest and unwarranted. In nearly 
every instance. the applicants were rebels, 
doing all they could to help the rebel cause 
and to harm the Union cause. If their 
property was taken by the soldiers it served 
them right. When any was taken its value 
has been exaggerated by them about a 
hundred fold. 

But if all these claims were just and 
ought to be appropriated for, where is the 
money to come from with which to pay 
them? The Senate will not provide it. It 
has refused to do so. While eager to make 
appropriations, it will not vote a dollar of 
additional revenue. It refused to con- 
sider the House tariff bill because it did not 
have a free coinage provision attached, in- 
tended -to wreck the currency and sliimp it 
down one-half in value. 
the Secretary of the Treasury authority to 
issue certificates of indebtedness to make 
up deficiency in revenue. 
perfidious Senate tabled a proposition to 
double the beer tax, which would have 
added 33 millions a year to the revenue 
. without increasing the cost of beer to the 
‘drinkers in the slightest appreciable de- 
igree.

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THE SUGAR BOUNTY DECISION. 

The Supreme Court has decided that the 
sums voted the American sugar producers 
by the last Congress as a compensation for 
the two cents bounty taken from them by 
the new tariff law must be paid. The Con- 
troller of the Treasury. refused to pay over 
the money which had been appropriated on 
the ground that all bounty legislation 
was unconstitutional. 

The Supreme Court dodges that interest- 
ing question, as it has done on previous oc- 
easions, and disposes of the case on equita- 
ble instead of legal grounds. It says the 
question of the constitutionality of the 
bounty provision in the law of 1890 is an 
immaterial one, and that the plaintiffs 
should get their money becanse Congress 
believed they had equitable or moral claims, 
which claims it has the power to recognize. 

The court says the Constitution gives 
Congress power to pay the debts of the 
United States,,and— 

The term ‘debts’ includes those debts or 
claims which rest upon a merely equitable or 
honorary obligation, and which would not be 
recoverable in a court of law if existing against 
an individual. Their recpgnition depends solely 
upon Congress, and whether it will recognize 
claims thus founded must be left to the discretion 
of that body. Payments to individuals, not of 
right or of a merely legal claim, but payments in 
the nature of a gratuity, yet having some feature 
of “moral obligation to support them, have been 
made by the government by virtue of acts of 
Congress appropriating public money, ever since its 
foundation. Some of the acts were based upon 
considerations of pure charity. 

Thus all that is settled is that if one Con- 
gress gives a bounty to an industry another 

Jongress can take away that bounty, but 
can give a douceur to those who had gone 
into the business relying on it. 

The Treasury officials would have been 
pleased had the case gone the other way. 
They are forced now to pay out five and a 
third millions which, under the law, should 
have been paid my vo ago. The deficit for 
the current fiscal Year will be that much 
larger, and from present appearances will 
foot up about 35 millions. 

Of the money. which the Treasury will 
have to disburse under this decision Louis- 
iana will get the lion's share. Some will go, 
however, to the beet sugar producers of Ne- 
braska and Utah and the maple sugar pro- 
ducers of Verniont. The Utah recipients 
of this bounty ought to be thankful that the 
free coinage they are clamoring for has not 
come yet. Had it, they would get only half 
what Congress voted them, for they would 
be paid in 50-cent and not 100-cen! dollars, 


DOOM OF THE SEA SERPENT. 

It is reported from New Work that a large 
iceberg drifted ashore on, Monday at a 
Massachusetts summer resort, This is a 
new\one, but will be hailed as a welcome re- 
lief from the monotonous round of the sea 
serpent. It was time for the sea serpent to 
appear and people have been preparing 
themselves for the visitation, but the trans- 
formation into an iceberg relieves all anxie- 
ty and satisfies all the requisites of the 
summer resort managers anl the para- 
graphers. The berg has been formally 
sent on its pilgrimage. Its mission will be 
to appear at all the resorts in turn. l‘or 
purposes of identification it should be known 
that at first sight it looks as “big asa 
church”; it comes ashore late in the after- 
noon, probably for food (fer the imagina- 
tion), and “ the rays of the setting sun make 
it a mass ef glowing red.”’. Its chief stage 
business is to cause a drop of 40 degrees in 
temperature and to keep the hotel clerks 
busy furnishing extra blankets and hot 
water bags for the guests.

vation of a boom that has been melting 
away. 
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THE FIRST STEP THAT COSTS.

With a single silver standard there can be 
no gold in circulation unless the gold dollar 
is cut in half, which Altgeld does not yet 
propose. No free silverite in yesterday's 
convention could have named one silver 
standard country on the earth where any 
gold is in current use. It will not go to the 
mints to be coined in such countries, but is 
sold as bullion. If any free silver govern- 
ment coins any gold it goes abroad at once. 
Gold money will not circulate along with 
cheap, debased silver. 

But, on the other hand, in all countries 
which have the single gold standard silver 
does circulate. It can be kept up to parity 
with gold in limited quantities, as in this 
country and Germany and France. But if 
any one of them or all gold standard coun- 
tries were to allow the unlimited coinage 
of silver at a ratio which did not correspond 
with the commercial ratio all the gold they 


have would go out of circulation in those 


countries, and they would speedily become 
single silver standard nations. 

The Altgeld crowd want to drive gold 
out of circulation in this country and send 
it abroad, and change this to a silver mono- 
metal country. That is their wish. There- 
fore the head of the Altgeld tickets should 
have read: “For a single silver standard 
and the 50-cent dollar good enough for

FORTY CARS OF CORN IN THE TRAIN. 


How Kansas Republicans Will 
Boom McKinley. 


Wichita, Kas., May 23.—Kansas never 
originates anything that is not novel, and the 
more novel it is the greater are its prospects 
of success. The McKinley decorated corn 
train is about as novel a thing as could well 
be originated as a means of arousing erithu- 
siasm for a political favorite. It is an ab- 
solute certainty and will be a complete suc- 
cess. When Mr. Syl Dixon, the corn king 
of Sumner County, came here to the State 
convention he dropped into- the editorial 
office of the Daily Eagle, the editor of which 
paper is a delegate-at-large to the St. Louis 
eonvention. He suggested the idea to Victor 
Murdoch, the managing editor, and there is 
where the proposition was first received with 
favor. Mr. Murdoch happened to be one of 
the press correpsondents who traveled with 
Maj. McKinley through his Gubernatorial 
campaign in Ohio. and being an admirer of 
the champion of protection, he pledged the 
paper to the support and success of the 
scheme. Thus assured, Mr. Dixon set out 
and in a short time he had his plans formu- 
lated. 

There are forty counties in the corn belt of 
Kansas, and Mr. Dixon concluded to have 
his train consist of one car of corn from each 
of those counties. In addition to that he de- 
cided to take the leading speaker of the coun- 
ty with the train, which is to start from this 
city on June 8. The train will run over the 
Missouri Pacific road in two sections to St. 
Louis, and will be five days enroute. It will 
run in the day time only and at night public 
meetings will be held, at which the more 
brilliant speakers will eulogize Ohio’s favor- 
ite son and the causes which he champions 
and advocates. At the stopping places dur- 
ing the day time the lesser speakers will 
make five-minute talks, combining the ad- 
vantages of protection and reciprocity with 
the beauties and advantages of counties rep- 
resented by-the train. 

Oratory is not the only thing. A marked 
feature of the train will be a music car to 
carry two of the finest bands in the State. 
One of them’ will be the Second Regiment 
Band, and the other will be the Wellington 
Band, the crack band of the State. Arriving 
at St. Louis the train will be switched atthe 
old Union Depot, where it will be on exhibi- 
tion until McKinley is nominated, at which 
time it will start across the country to New 
York, stopping at Canton, O., for one day: 

It was the ofiginal intention to dispose of 
the corn at St. Louis, and many firms wanted 
to buy it at fancy figures, but it was sug- 
gested to Mr. Dixon to take it across the con- 
tinent. And, by the way, the suggestion 
came from Ohio. This is not the first time 
a train of corn left Wichita to demonstrate 
the friendship always existing between Kan- 
sas and the Buckeye State. Some years ago, 
when Ohio was afflicted with that which 
Kansas never suffers from—too much water 
—Wichita sent an entire train of corn to the 
flood sufferers. & 

Mr. Dixon’s McKinley train -will be ex- 
travagantly decorated. Everycar will have 
a life-sized portrait of the next President on 
each side of it, and the remainder of the car 
will be replete with pictorial representations 
of things peculiar to Kansas, all executed in 
the highest style of the caricaturist’s art. 
The decorations of each car will cost $20, 
the entire expense of decorating being $800. 
Scenic artists are now at work getting up the 
designs, and they are as novel as the idea for 
which they are to be used. 

The train will be started by ex-Senator 
John J. Ingalls, ahd the two engineers will 
be named McKinley, as well as the two con- 
ductors and all the brakemen. Every man 
in each crew will be named McKinley if they 
have to be gathered from every nook and 
corner of the vast Gould system—William 
McKinleys if possible. 

The starting day will be made a great oc- 
casion in Wichita, for all Kansas and Okla- 
homa. The railroads have all made excur- 
sion rates and 30,000 visitors are expected to 
be present to see the train start out of the 
yards. Four speeches will be made, the chief 
one of course to be made by ex-Senator In- 
galls, and the others by J. R. Burton of Abi- 
lene, who is a candidate for the United States 
Senate: ex-Congressman §S. R. Peters, who 
will probably be the next Governor of Kan- 
sas: and the Hon. W. B. Sutton, President of 
the State Board of Agriculture. 

A great many States wil] have bands in St. 
Louis and some will doubtless have flam- 
beaux clubs, but no State will have or ever 
did have a decorated corn train. 

Mr. Dixon and his traveling band of speak- 
ers have invitations to be the guests of the 
Ohio people at St. Louis, and will be givena 
reception at the Ohio headquarters. 

Mr. Dixon is about 40 years old, and a resi- 
dent of Argonia, a village not far distant 
from here, where he does a very extensive 
business in the shipment of grain, sometimes 
shipping as high as sixty carloads at a time. 
He is a prominent Republican and an enthu- 
siastic McKinley man.

-“The failure of Mayor Swift to announce 
the name of Commissioner Kent’s successor 
is taken to mean the defeat of Kerr’s chances 
and the increasing probability that Joseph 
Downey will get the place. 

It is said that up to the last minute the 
Mayor intended to name either Kerr or 
Downey. The friends of the former were 
urgent in their demands that the place be 
given to him, but other influences, even 
stronger, were brought to bear, and it is 
said have finally convinced his Honor that 
it would not be wise to name Kerr for the 
position. 

Building Commissioner Downey has al- 
ways been in high favor, but it is said that 
the Mayor has been influenced by the oft- 
repeated statement by Mr. Downey that he 
would not accept it. This, it is said, is the 
only reason Mr. Downey’s name was not sent 
to the Council last night. 

There are still good reasons for believing 
that Mr. Downey will be the man. He will 
do anything which the Mayor really wants 
him to. do, and if the Mayor should ask him 


‘to accept the place it is thought that Mr. 


Downey would feel it his duty to accede to 
the request. 

Meantime, the politicians are guessing, 
and there is talk of a dark horse. Commis- 
sioner Kent has been persuaded to retain 
his place until his successor is appointed, 
and was at his customary post today. 


It was stated yesterday that Building 
Commissioner Downey has positively de- 
clined to allow the use of his name as a 
successor to Commissioner of Public Works 
Kent. This gave new courage to the friends 
of ex-Ald. Noble, and they urged Mayor 
Swift to appoint him. The advocates of 
Health Commissioner Kerr are still active 
and believe he will be the appointee.

EVENTS OF A CITY DAY. 


BOARD OF EDUCATION APPORTIONS 
FUNDS FOR 18096, 


Estimates for the Year and Amounts 
Already Expended—License Is Re- 
fused to “Ye Tavern ”"—Strikes 
Near Labor Headquarters—K illed 
by an Electric Light Wire—Move- 
ment to Get Labor Men on School 
Board—Work of Grand Jury. 

The Finance committee of the Board of 
Education held a meeting yesterday to take 
up the question of apportionments of the 
revenues of the board for the years 1896 and 
1897. There were present Chairman Mal- 
lette and Messrs. Blount, Haugan, and 
Cameron. Supt. Lane was called in for con- 
sultation. An apportionment was made for 
1896 and then the committee adjourned until 
today to finish its work. 

The committee Was no sooner in session 
than members began indignant denuncia- 
tions of articles which have appeared for 
two or three days past in an afternoon news- 
paper professing to give an exposé of the 
finances of the board and assuming to pro- 
nounce them extravagant. 

‘‘ The writer of these articles,’’ said Chair- 
man Mallette, ‘“‘ thought he had found a 
mare’s nest because‘he had discovered that 
the board had spent $350,000 more in the 
first four\months of 1896 than it spentin the 
first four months of 1895. He did not have 
brains enough to find out that we had 25,000 
more children to educate this year than we 
had last year, and that the City Council had 
given us $1,500,000 more this year than last 
year for the express purpose of enabling us 
to meet this increase.” 

The apportioning\of the funds of 1896 took 
up several hours. The result was the com- 
pilation of the following table, showing in 
the first column the estimates on which the 
appropriation made in 1895 for 1896 was 
based: in the second column the amounts of 
money spent already this year under these 
several heads; and in the third column the 
new apportionment proposed by the commit- 


tee yesterday:

promise a saving of $405,500, it is not really 
so much. The difficulty of collecting taxes 
this year is so great that there must be a 
heavy reduction made for loss and cost or 
colléction, and Mr. Blount said the figures 
did not represent a balance of more than 
$150,000. 

Although the new apportionment was os- 
tensibly a retrenchment process it resulted 
in increased allotments for some branches 
in which the public has been clamoring for 
a reduction of expenses. The German com- 
mittee asked last year for $115,000, but as ‘it 
had already spent $54,000 the committee yes- 
terday raised its allowance to $130,000. 

The High School committee a year ago 
thought $395,000 an ample allowance, but as 
it has already spent $160,512 the committee 
yesterday advanced its fund to $415,000. 
The members exhibited great reluctance in 
authorizing these increased expenses, but 
finally agreed to them on the plea that the 
contracts were already made with the teach- 
ers and could not be rescinded. 

When the apportionment for 1896 had been 
made the committee adjourned until today 
to make the apportionment for 1897. 


REFUSES LICENSE TO “ YE TAVERN.” 


Mayor Swift Takes Final Action on T. 
w. Chandler’s Roadhouse. 
Mayor Swift yesterday instructed City 
Collector Maas not to renew the liquor license 
of “Ye Tavern,”. Thomas W. Chandler’s 
road-house, Fifty-first street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, 
* According to the ordinances governing 
liquor licenses in Hyde Park, a remonstrance 
on the part of property-owners owning one- 
fourth the frontage in the block is sufficient 
to prevent a renewal of a liquor license. 
Such a remonstrance was presented, signed 
by G. K. Wentworth, who alone owns one- 
fourth the frontage, and B. D. Slocum, who 
owns 264 feet. Mr. Slocum subsequently 
withdrew his remonstrance. This, however, 
still left one-quarter of the frontage opposed 
to a renewal, and nothing was left for Mayor 
Swift but to refuse to grant the réfiewal. 
Chandler maintains the withdrawal of 
Slocum’s remonstrance gave him, with the 
227 frontage feet he had before, 491 feet, or 
a majority, and that he was entitled to his 
license.

Attorney C. Porter Johnson made _ the 
opening statement on behalf of Windrath. 
“If from the evidence here produced,” said 
he, ‘“‘ you have a reasonable doubt as to the 
sanity of this man, say so in your verdict 
so that he may be sent to the Chester 
Penitentiary Asylum, When he is restored 
to reason he may be brought back to Chi- 
cago and hanged.”’ 

W. S. Forrest, who represents the State in 
the case,-made the opening statement for 
that side. He said: 

“We desige that this inquiry be confined 
to the period since Windrath was sentenced 
to death. If he was insane during his trial 
or on the date of his sentence then was the 


time to call the fact to the attention of the 


court, so that an inquiry might have been 
made at once. Incidentally his actions dur- 
ing his trial may be observed, but they will 
only show that the man was sane enough 
to fully appreciate his position.”

testify in the case are Dr. N. 8. Davis, Dr.

MEN INJURED BY. FALLING GLASS, 


Windows from Three Buildings Fall 
and Severely Hurt Passersby. 
Three persons were severely injured in the 
down-town district yesterday afternoon by 
being struck with panes of glass that were 
blown from the windows of office buildings.

STRIKES AT LABOR HEADQUARTERS 


Minor Troubles Between Employers 
and Hands Quickly Settled. 
There were two strikes and a lockout yes- 
terday within half a block of the new Build- 
ing Trades Council headquarters, No. 187 
Washington street. 


The first trouble, which for a time looked : 


serious, took place in the first floor room 
directly under the new headquarters. The 
room is being refitted as a saloon. Two or 
three days ago some one discovered that 
A. Wakefield, the contractor, had non-union 
men in his employ, and the Board of Walk- 
ing Delegates from up-stairs lost no time in 
stopping the work.

The strikers congregated in the 
street and two policemen were sent for to 
keep order while they were paid off.

its height a number of painters employed 
in painting the building at No. 180 Washing- 
ton street refused to continue at work unless 
Contractor Eddy signed the union wage 
scale.

KILLED BY AN ELECTRIC SHOCK, 
Live Wire Left by Boys Touched by 

Samuel Brobson. 

While trying to ascertain the cause of 
trouble with the underground electric wires 
at Augusta street and Milwaukee avenue 
Samuel Brobson, an employé of the Edison 
Electric company, touched a loose wire 
through which the current passed and was 
instantly killed. 

Early in the evening the commercial wires 
were tested and it was discovered the elec- 
tricity was escaping in some place. Brob- 
gon, with two other men, was sent out to 
find out the cause. He went under the side- 
walk at Augusta street and Milwaukee ave- 
nue, where boys during the day had attached 
an uninsulated wire to the wire conducting 
the current, attaching the loose wire to a 
pole. While trying to cut the wire, which 
was the cause of the escaping of the elec- 
tricity, Brobson received a shock which 
hurled him several feeting, causing death.

COURSE IS STILL BAD. 


MANY WASHOUTS ALONG THE ROAD 
TO WHEELING, 


Party of Cyclers Goes Over the Route 

° and Finds It in Such a Condition 
That the Sun in All Its Glory Will 
Have to Shine Continuously Be- 
tween Now and Saturday or the 
Racers Must Wear Gum Boots and 
Wade Half the Way. 


A party of wheelmen who went out yes-- 


terday to look over the Chicago road race 
eourse report that the course in many 
places is in a horrible condition and not fit 
to be ridden over at all. They Say the re- 
cent rains have in many places made it al- 
most impassable and that should it rain 
again before the race there would be no 
possibility of its drying sufficiently to per- 
mit of any one riding over it, and should it 
be in that condition on Satur: ay the riders 
will have to dismount and wade through the 
mud with their wheels on their shoulders. 

“At Niles,” said one of the party last 
night, *“‘ coming from Wheeling, the course 
goes down a steep hill into a hollow. At 
the bottom of this hollow there isa square 
wooden box made to drain off the water 
from a ditch at one side and let it run under 
the road. This box stands about eight inch- 
es above the road and as a rider comes 
down the hill cannot be seen until he is 
almost upon it. It is a dangerous place and 
should be filled in on each side with earth 
before Saturday. 


Bad Place in the Course. 

“The course continues through a soft, 
gravel road, which is ridable only in the two 
deep ruts running on each side for a distance 
of fully two miles. These ruts were made by 
wagon wheels and are deep and narrow 
and, of course, it is impossible for one rider 
to pass another in this stretch of,two miles. 
The men will be forced to ride in double file 
over this part of the road. This is the worst 
portion and the $300 given by a West Side 
tire manufacturing firm will be spent upon 
it where it will do the most good. 

“ Further on the recent rains have swollen 
the cedar block pavements to such an extent 
as to make fast riding exceedingly bumpy 
and rough, so much so that the riders wiil 
be compelled to go at a slow pace over this 
pertion of the road.”’ 

A great number of the men entered have 
personally inspected the course by riding 
over it, and not a few have, it is said, de- 
cided to keep out, with the result that not 
much more than half of the entries will 
probably face the starters, which, consider- 
ing the difficulty they would have in getting 
off GWU men, will be for the good of the race. 
If a large number should decide to drop out 
the course would not be so crowded, and the 
— would be better from every point of 

Members of the Lincoln Cycling club are 
making an effort to secure a Speeding track 
in Lincoln Park, like the one already made 
and in use at Jackson Park on the South 
Side, and the one now being made at Garfield 
Park on the West Side.

Another Road Race. 


After the Chicago road race is run, the 
race of the delegates of the Associated 
Cycling Clubs will be the next on program of 
cycle events. The race will, in all probabil- 
ity, be over the Pullman course, and a ban- 
quet will be given at the finish at the Chi- 
cago Beach Hotel. The committee appointed 
by the A. C. C. to make arrangements and 
decide upon the course reported at the meet- 
ing last Monday night that they thought it 
would not be advisable to have a race, and 
suggested that a run be had instead. This, 
however, failed to meet with the approval of 
the C. C., and the committee was in- 
structed to go ahead with its arrangements 
for the race. Every delegate refusing to 
ride will be fined $5. ¢ 

It was learned on good authority yesterday 
that only four men entered in the Chicago 
road race willstart from thescratch.

PROF. ELLIOTT IN DARKEST. AFRICA. 


Progress of the Expedition in Search 
of Specimens for the Field Co- 
lumbian Museuni. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
Prof. Daniel G. Elliott of the Ficld Museum, 
Chicago, with C. H. Akeley and Mr. Dodson, 
the latter of whom accempanied Dr. Den- 
aldson Smith on his recent expedition to Lake 
Rudolph, arrived at Aden, Arabia, on April 
14, and after a stay of a week in securing 
men, camels, and mules, proceeded on a 
scientific expedition to Central Africa. 

Before his departure Prof. Elliott stated 
that owing to the rapid disappearance of 
wild animals in Africa the Field Columbian 
Museum has determined to dispatch a repre- 
sentative in order to acquire specimens. His 
party would collect not only mammals, the 
chief object of the journey, but everything 
pertaining to zodélogy. 

Landing at Berbera, just across the Gulf 
of Aden, they would strike inland across 
of the desert and make for the Chelyle River. 
Thence they would cross the Juba River, 
and afterwards their movemnts would de- 
pend on circumstances. Before returning 
they wished to go around by thé Jana River, 
and would strike the coast at Lamu, or, if 
the season should prove unhealthy by that 
time, they could retrace their steps and 
come back by way of Berbera. 

Seventy Samali men were procured at 
Aden for the expedition, with eighty head of 
cattle and twenty head of horse and mules. 
All the party were armed with the latest 
improved rifies, and if molested by any war- 
like tribes they would be prepared to defend 
themselves. It was the expectation that the 
expedition would be absent eight or ten 
months, but the duration of their.journey 
would depend largely upon the number of 
specimens obtained. 


A majority of the managers belonging to Local 
Board Commission No. 1 of the union will attend 
the meeting at Indianapolis next Friday.

It is said the ‘meeting will consider the ap- 
pointment at Dayton of Harry Gillespie, a non- 
board agent, by the Springfield, London and Lan- 
cashire, and German-American. The appointment 
resulted in an attempt to abandon the local board, 
and the companies employing board agents have 
been inclined to make trouble over the appoint- 
ment. 

Irregularities in the other States under the su- 
pervision of the commission—Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky—-will receive attention, and, from present 
indications, the meeting will be interesting and 
important.

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MONEY RATES ARE DOWN, 


FURTHER REDUCTION IN TURNING 
CHARGES ON STOCKS, 


| 


Diamond Match Turned for Two 
Points and Biscuit far Seven- 
Eighths of One Point—Rates for 
Call Loans Reduced to 5 Per Cent— 
Chicago General Railway Buys 
Leased Lines—City Railway Contin- 
ues to Decline. ‘ 


Further reductions in turning charges 
were made on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day, and Diamond Match stock was turned 
from the May to June account for 2 points, 
and New York Biscuit was turned at % of 
one point. This indicates in a measure the 
condition of the money market and a lower- 
ing of interest rates. Some of the banks 
yesterday were making call loans at 5 per 
cent, though the majority of them still asked 
and obtained 6 per cent. There is no doubt 
money is becoming more plentiful, and the 
demand for loans is not keeping pace with 
increased deposits. Lower rates were ‘pre- 
dicted for May, but the first of the month 
came and saw the old rates of 6 and 7 per 
cent for call and time loans being asked, 
while Eastern banks were making loans at 
from 1 to 2 per cent below these figures, 
The month progressed toward the close with- 
out seeing the predicted easing of rates. 
Now it would appear the prediction is to be 
verified, and cheaper rates are likely to be 
obtained for some time. In speculative 
markets this fs likely to have a good effect 
in making trade more brisk than it has been. 
Whenever money becomes cheap and plenti- 
ful there is an inducement for people to 
buy speculative securities. So far there has 
been no increase in the demand for money 
to be used commercially. Commercial] loans 


} are not up to the standard of volume of pre- 


vious years, and’ renewals are not being 
made, as some of the bankers anticipated. 
Meantime deposits are showing a gradual 
increase, considerable of this coming from 
country banks which keep deposits with 
their correspondents in Chicago, 

On the Stock Exchange yesterday Dia- 
mond Match and New York Biscuit were as 
usual the principal stocks traded in, though 
sales of these were not up to past standards. 
Sales of Diamond Match amounted to 5,829 
shares and Biscuit to 1,800 shares. The 
amount of stock being turned into the sec- 
ond account fis not up to expectation. The 
sales of Match in the second account yes- 
terday amounted to 4,300 shares, while in 
Biscuit there were only 550 shares, traded in 
in the June account. The sales of Match 
first account aggregated 1,450 shares, and 
there were sales of 79 shares of regular 
stock. In Biscuit the sales of first account 
stock figured up 1,200 shares, while only 50 
shares of regular stock were traded in. 


Both Match and Biscuit Strong. 


Both of the Moore stocks were strong yes- 
terday, Diamond Mateh leading with sales 
of stock in the first account from an opening 
at 22414 to 223%, with the close at 224%. In 
second account stock the opening was at 226, 
with 226% the high quotation and 225% the 
low quotation for the day. The stock closed 
strong at thetop. New York Biscuit opened 
at 96% first account and 97 second account. 
It advanced to 97% second account, with the 
‘close at 96 for first and 06% for second ac- 
count. The close on New York Biscuit and 
Match was strong and the bear element 
seemed to be out of the market for the time 
at least. 

While the amount of the Moore stocks he- 
ing turned on the Stock Exchange is hardly 
as extensive as had been calculated there is 
being turned nevertheless large quantities 
of stock.. A good deal of this is being turned 
on the outside and it does not appear upon 
the record of transactions on the exchange: 
It is said that P. D. Armour isin the market 
again with a considerable amount of money 
to be used in this way. Mr. Armour with 
Marshall Field and George M. Pullman are 
said to have been among the heavy buyers 
of this stock during the time it was declin- 
ing from 230 to 201. The Interest rates on 
the exchange while considerably above bank 
rates for loans are not excessive. Both Dia- 
mond Match and New York Biscuit are be- 
ing turned at interest rates below 12 per 
cent. With 2 points as the difference be- 
tween Diamond Match in the first and sec- 
ond account and allowing % point for com- 
missions for buying and selling, the holder 
of stock at the present time will be able to 
turn from May to the June account with 
absolutely no cost to himself. The dividend 
of $2.50 a share will exactly pay turning 
charges and commissions. 


. Chieago General Buys a Line. 


The Chicago General railway (McGann), 
which has been operating the West Twenty- 
second Street Electric line under a lease from 
the West and South Towns company, has 
purchased the entire property. The docu- 
ments of the transfer were filed for record 
yesterday, and in the near future the West 
and South Towns company is to be’con- 
solidated with the General company. The 
$500,000 of West and South Towns stock on 
which the General company had guaranteed 
6 per cent after Nov. 1, 1898, has been sur- 
rendered,and the stockholders, when the cen- 
solidation is affected, will receive Chicago 
General 5 per cent bonds at par, interest 
on which will not begin until the date named. 
This will effect a saving of 1 per cent in the 
interest charges on the $500,000. A further 
saving of $100,000 has been effected by dis- 
continuing the premium that has been given 
when refunding the Towns company’s 6 per 
cent bonds. The General company has let 
contracts for several miles of extensions, 
upon which work is now being pushed. The 
Lawndale avenue line will be carried south 
to the drainage canal and will be in opera- 
tion within sixty days. The company look 
for a large excursion business over this line, 
as it is the only one by which the thousands 
of West Side sightseers can be transported 
to an advantageous point for the inspection 
of the great engineering enterprise. 

Sales of City railway stock were made yes- 
terady as low as 250%. This is the lowest 
price at which the stock of the railway has 
sold since the summer of 1893. In the panic 
of that year the stock went off to 220. It 
had sold earlier in the same year at 460 and 
during the preceding year it had sold as high 
as 476. There were sales of only 20 shares 
at the low quotation and 25 shares at 250% 
In all there were sales of 95 shares of City 
railway during the day. The falling off in 
the quotations of this stock is due to the 
fear that the General Electric may become 
a. formidable competitor in the field here- 
tofore occupied exclusively by the lines of 
the City railway. 


Loop Promoters Make Answer. 


Work on the Northwestern Elevated and 
Union Loop is practically at a standstill. 
On the Northwestern “I,” the delay is 
credited to the strike of the ironworkers, 
which has not been settled so far as this job 
is concerned. The loop is being delayed 
waiting foriron. Mr. Leiter, through his at- 
torney, recently interposed objections to the 


passing of the ordinance giving the Tnion’ 


Loop the right to construct the south line 
of the loop in Van Buren street. The fight 
is being made on the ground that Judge 
Payne’s decision regarding the illegality of 
purchased consents would have the effect of 
making it invalid. This was answered yes- 
terday in a circular sent to the Mayor and 
the members of the Council by “ the pro- 
motors of the Union Loop.” In this the con- 
tention is made that Judge Payne did not go 
into the merits of the case and that his 
declaration would have no effect upon the 
ordinance. The promoters are in hopes the 
ordinance will be passed at the next meet- 
ing of the City Council and that there will 

be no delay in its completion.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Increased Movement of Corn Fails to 
Stiffen Prices. 


NEW YORK, May 26.—The speculation today on 
the Stock Exchange was professional in the ex- 
treme, and even at that the dealings were on a 
more limited scale than for some time past and 
the fluctuations in nearly every instance narrow. 
At intervals the trading came to an actual stand- 
still. Business in Americans in London, after the 
holidays, was on a declining trend, the foreign 
dealers being sympathetically influenced by the 
change in the speculative temper here yesterday 
from the firm tone that had characterized the late 
weak markets. On the local exchanges the opera- 
ticns for European account were on both sides of 
the market, with most of the orders, however, to 
sell. There was a dearth of news bearing general- 
ly on prices, excepting a few crop reports and rail- 
way earnings and a slightly easier tendency in 
money rates. This last development was due large- 
by to the apathy in the stock market. The earn- 
ings were favorable mainly, but no stress was made 
on an item of a decidedly encouraging character— 
namely: an increasing movement of€corn. Yester- 
terday and today the receipts of that staple were on 
”& much larger scale than during the previous 
“week, although shipments still show a considerable 
Falling off as compared with this time last year. 
rhe specialties were again the points of chief in- 
terest, with Sugar and Manhattan the most ’con- 
epicuous for irregularity of movement.

FOR AND AGAINST IMPRISONMENT. 


Differences of Opinion Among Rail- 
road Men and Others on Punitive 
Clause in the Inter-State Law. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
*“‘ Let the drag net of the law bring up the 
offenders and we will send them all down 
the road together without taking the 
trouble to sort out friends.” 

This was a characteristic utterance by 
President Elliott Durand of the Chicago 
Freight Bureau before the House Committee 
on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce this 
afternoon, A hearing had been accorded 
the representatives of the various commer- 
cial bodies of the United States on the bill 
which seeks to abolish the imprisonment 
Clause of the inter-State commerce law. 
Board of Trade men were present from Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Pittsburg, and 
Philadelphia to protest against the passage 
of this measure. i om 

“Speaking for the interests which I rep- 
resent,”’ said Mr. Durand, ‘‘I am unquall- 
fledly and -unalterably opposed to the elim- 
ination from the inter-State commerce law 
of the clause relating to imprisonment as a 
penalty for offenses against any statute. 
A fine of $5,000 would hardly pay the ex- 
penses of conviction and collection and 
would not be a sufficient penalty for the 
crime of violating a Federal law. There has 
not been a single known violation of this 
law since the decision of the United States 
Supreme Court was delivered recently. Let 
us try the law as it exists and see how it 
works under the interpretation of the high- 
est judicial tribunal in our land. A pros- 
pect of a term in prison would cause any 
official to think twice before he violated a 
law, whereas a fine would have no terrors 
for him.,’’ 

N. G. Iglehart said he represented. the 
Board of Trade and National Transporta- 
tion Association of Chicago. 

“These bodies are almost a unit,’ sald he, 
“in their opposition to the passage of this 
bill. The time is not ripe for such leniency 
to carriers who for eight years have ignored 
or broken the law in spirit and letter and 
have evaded all punishment. 

“This imprisonment feature of the act is 
applicable only to convicted violators. To 
those rendering obedience to the act no 
punitive, clause should possess any terrors 
or cause the slightest uneasiness. Many 
managers of conservative railways share in 
our desire for the defeat of this measure.” 

Among the papers filed with the commit- 
tee in opposition to the passage of this bill 
was a series of resolutions adopted by the 
Chicago Board of Trade May 15, 1896. _— 

-A letter from the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission was read by Chairman Hep- 
burn which said that Sec. 1, making cor- 
porations Hable as for a misdemeanor under 
any of the provisions of Sec. 10, had been 
frequently recommended to Congress by the 
commission, but that the immunity contem- 
plated by the second, if granted, would re- 
lieve those guilty of past offenses, including 
those now under indictment. This was 
doubtless one of the chief objects of the pro- 
posed legislation. 

‘‘Under the late decision in the Brown 
case,”’ the letter continues, * either party 
to an illegal transaction can be compelled 
to testify against the other offenders. The 
effect of this decision has been extremely 
salutary, and we are clearly of opinion that 
this feature of the law should not now be 
changed. There should be a reasonable test 
of the operation of a law which allows im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court, 
With the means of conviction provided by 
the Brown decision we believe the law is 
more likely to be observed, both by railroad 
agents and by shippers, with the imprison- 
ment features retained, than by repealing 
The decision in 
the Brown case has been followed by an 
observance of the law and a conformity to 


its requirements which have not been be-. 


fore obtained in anything like the same de- 
gree, and .this desirable condition will be 
greatly endangered by the adoption of the 
amendment.” 

Mr. Dousman, for the Chicago Board of 
Trade, said the granger roads had been pay- 
ing 8 per cent of their earnings in rebates, 
amounting to $88,000,000—the dividends paid 
by the same roads during the year ending 
June 30 last being $95,000,000—and this per 
cent could all be saved under existing laws 
since the Brown decision. Since that decis- 
ion rebates had practically ceased, and rates 
tn and out of Chicago had been better main- 
tained than for years. The Sherman bill 
was demanded only by violators of the law.

int; it is whether the minions of the 

ealth Department have any right to enter 
a house and by threats and worse force their 
experiments upon those who are in the pro- 
fessional care of gentlemen who are legally 
responsible for the treatment of the case. 
Some time ago a district syringer sald to 
me: “ There is a suspected (!) case of diph- 
theria in that house on thecorner. I did not 
force anti-toxin upon them, but I told them 
that unless they used it I would station po- 
licemen all around it and keep them fastened 
up for two or three weeks.” Whereupon I 
frankly told Mr. District Syringer that I had 
a suspicious case in myown family, and that 
if my house were invaded by any self-ap- 
pointed routinist with Russian airs the 
lesson would not likely be.forgotten by the. 
survivors. 

It is high time that the medical profession 
should arise in its might and dignity and 
put its foot on the work of this impudent 
tyranny. By what shadow of authority 
does the Chicago Health Department pre- 
sume to dictate to me how my cases of diph- 
theria, or appendicitis, or scarlet fever, or 
broken bones shall be treated? 

In this connection I present an editorial 

ragraph from the Medical Record of May 
58. 1896, page 755, which the individuals 
whose equipment consists of a patent 
syringe and a spatter of horse sense will do 
well to consider: 

“The Passing of Anti-Toxin.—The Paris 
correspondent of the Cincinnati Lancet- 
Clinic writes under the above caption that it 
seems that the enthusiasm manifested last 
year for Behring’s ant!-toxin serum has com- 
menced to diminish. Official statistics pub- 
lished by Bertillon give thirty-three deaths 
as the enormous weekly mortality from 
diphtheria—figures that have never been at- 
tained during any preceding year before the 
discovery of this celebrated so-called spe- 
cific. Like the rest of serious maladies to- 
day treated by serum therapy, itis necessary 
to recognize the fact that such medication 
no longer keeps the promises made in its 
name. Besides, Drs. Sevestra, Gaucher, and 

gendre have been courageous enough to 
make known to the: Société Médicale des 
Hdpitaux the serious and frequent accidents 
to which the anti-diphtheritic serum gives 
rise, even when applied to very simple cases 
of angina. But all this does not discourage 
the Pasteur Institute and its purblind dis- 
ciples.”’ 

Months ago the Journal of the American 
Medical Association called a halt upon the 
reckless use of anti-toxin, and a score of 
high-toned journals have followed in a pro- 
test which should not go unheeded.

Chicago Ice Trust Scored. 

Chicago, May 26.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
~The price of ice in Chicago previous to 
May 1 was 25 cents per 100 to the small con- 
sumer.. On May 1 it was raised to 40 cents. 
All competition has been actually suspended 
and the’ combination is so strong that even 
the wagon men boast of their independence 
when any protest is made of short weights 
or impure ice. 0 

. The dimensions of a hundred-pound piece 
of ice is about 12x12x23 inches, or 8,812 cubic 
inches. The dimensions of a plece usually 
delivered for a hundred pounds 10x10x20, 
or about 2,000 cubic inches, ing about 
sixty-five pounds. This makes the ice 
eost the consumer about 65 cents per 100. 
The harvest of ice during the last winter 
was abundant, being fully up to the average 
amount. The only reason, therefore, for 
raising the price ts the desire on the part 
of the jobbers to make more money, and to 
do’ it by compelling the wagonmen to pay 
more. This involves suspending the law 
of competition, which is of the essence of a 
trust, by combining to control the supply. 
The statutes of Illinois make such action a 
crime; and are explicit as to what constitutes 
a trust. The punishment is a fine or im- 
prisonment or beth.

Allow me to state that from 
Mr. Hall’s report he actually has only about 
152 men, but that sixty-one more have been 
there, but are not there, or were not when 
the report was published: That is only a lit- 
tle discrepancy of 100 men, which doesn’t 
count when one wishes to make out a case, 

Mr. Hall's institution has been in opera- 
tion twenty-two years and has had time to 
make a place for itself. It is not surrounded 
by State penitéentiaries that dump their 
product into Philadelphia to be sold at the 
bare cost of material. There is no “ bride- 
well’’ right in that city to flood the market 
with brooms made by “ convict labor” at 
80 cents per @ay. Philadelphia is on thesea- 
coast and has an export trade, 

Mr. Hall has a sales agent, -who is an of- 
ficer of Auburn (N. Y.) State’s Prison, who 
sells brooms all over the country and buys 
broom-corn in Illinois. When this business 
has been gone into intelligently and the 
facts are known it will show altogether a 
different condition of affairs. Wild and ma- 
licious accusations have some influence, but 
truth is mighty and shall prevail.
